Canada will accept 600 of the 2,800 Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees stranded aboard a freighter off Malaysia, Bud Cullen, 
minister of employment and immigration, said in Toronto 
Saturday. 

He said three Canadian Immigration officers expect to 
board the freighter this week to interview the refugees and 
determine who will be “best able to benefit from aettle- 
ment in Canada" 

Cullen said the Quebec government has offered to take 
200 of the mainly French-speaking refugees and the 
other provinces will be asked to help. 

The refugees arc expected to arrive in about a week and 
probably will slay at a Canadian forces base until settle¬ 
ment plans dre made, he said. 

Asked why Canada was first to accept a number of 
the refugees, Cullen replied: “Why not be leaders?” 

He said be hoped Canada's action would spur the United 
Slates and France to accept the remaining refugees. 

Meanwhile. Malaysia backed off Saturday from Us 
threat U> tow the rusty ship crammed with 2,800 refugees 
into international waters, allowing Canada, Prance and 
the United States to try to find havens for them. 

Representatives of the three Western countries met 
Saturday with Malaysian authorities In the capilnl, Kuala 
Lumpur, to discuss what to do with the stranded people 
aboard the freighter Hai Hong, moat of them ethnic

Syrians

BEIRUT. l,ebanon 

lUPI)—Syrian troops of the 
Arab peacekeeping force .Sat 
urday pounded several Chris¬ 
tian neighborhoods in east 
Beirut despite efforts to 
check the escalating vio¬ 
lence, rightist militia offi¬ 
cials said. 

One rightist said two people 
were killed and five injured 
in about 99 minutes of tank, 
rockel-propelled-grenade 
and machine-gun fire in the 
east Beirut neighborhood of 
Radaro and the nearby sub¬ 
urbs of Fum ech Chebbak 
and Tahwita. 

"But despite the Syrian ac¬ 
tion. we have repealed our 
orders to our fighters to abide 
by the ceasefire and fire back 
only in self-defence. We will 
not turn the other cheek if we 
are slapped." an official of 
the rightist Phalangist Party 
said. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the peace¬ 
keeping force on the violence, 
but local residents said the 
shooting was among the hea¬ 
viest in several days. 

The clashes came amid re¬ 
ports of renewed Saudi Ara¬ 
bian mediation efforts aimed 
at halting the current wave of 
daily clashes between Syrian 
troops and rightist militias 

The two sides fought 
pitched battles last month in 
and around Beirut before a 
ceasefire was declared in 
mid-October 

Saudi Amba.ssadar All al 
Shaer met President Elias 
Sarkis and rightist militia 
boss Bechir Gemayel Friday 
to discus the security situa¬ 
tion and planned .similar 
meetings with other rightist 
officials, political sources 
said.

THE BUREAUCRACY at the provinc^l min¬ 
istry of health Is ipimmintt thinxs up too often 
when it comes to approving hospital projecta. 
Some ttlaring delays are threateninn patient 
care and costing ali of us money. 

The latest example involves a $790,000 com¬ 
puterized x-ray machine to be installed at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. It is a diagnostic marvel, the 
first of its kind in British Columbia. Permission 
tn buy it was granted by the provincial govern¬ 
ment last February. The machine was ordered 
in August and is scheduled to arrive next 
March. 

But permission to proceed with the neces¬ 
sary renovations to accommodate it in the hospi¬ 
tal has still to come from the health ministr)'. 
Unless that authority is granted right away, the 
hospital is going to end up storing a $750,000 
machine until a place for it is readied. 

There is no way to measure the health 
benefits lost to people in this kind of exercise. 
Calculating the dollar loss is bad enough — and 
annoying — because this is not the first time 
such a situation has arisen recently In Victoria. 
In 1977, close to $1 million of new x-ray equip¬ 
ment for Victoria General Hospital sat In stor¬ 
age, some of It for nine months, because there 
was a delay in approving the $800,000 worth of 
renovations necessary before its installation. In 
June last year, doctors at Victoria General 
announced the delay in replacing their antiquat¬ 
ed radiology equipment threatened safe patient 
care. 

Alsu in 1977, an urgent request for a $600 
steam safety valve at the same hospital finally 
gut provincial spending approval after a year 
of percolating through the system. There has 
been a string of minor projects experiencing 
months of delays in recent years, a list far too 
long to detail. 

It is not Just hospital administrators who 
have been moaning about this kind of thing. 
After Vancouver General Hospital had repeated 
staff crises earlier this year. Health Minister 
Robert McClelland suspended the hospital board 
and named a respected, just-retired RCMP com¬ 
missioner, Peter Bazowski, as public adminis¬ 
trator there. Last week a report by Bazowski 
was released by McClelland. The administrator 
found much to criticize at the hospital but some 
of his hardest words were directed at the provin¬ 
cial health bureaucracy. 

The ministry’s methods for funding the hos¬ 
pital were “slow, uncertain and sometimes 
counter-productive,’’ he said and gave this ex¬ 
ample. In 1979 the hospital ask^ provincial 
approval for a project to process white blood 
cells. The health ministry approved medical 
staffing for it but has yet to even reply to a 
request for capital and operating funds. 

The provincial health ministry Is watchdog 
over about $600 million worth of hospital spend¬ 
ing this year. The 100 or so public hospitals in 
British Columbia are not above a little empire 
building. The taxpayers need a competent health 
ministry to to see all that money is well spent. 
But there’s something acutely wrong with the 
system. 


Repeating history 

I.S ’THERE NO ONE in the Canadian labor 
movement prepared to put their friends south of 
the border on the right track? Or are Ameri¬ 
can labor leaders destined to relive history 
because they refuse to listen? 

The AFL-CIO, a labor federation in the 
United States which representes 14 million 
workers, wants to travel down the road which 
Canadian labor leaders insist from recent ex¬ 
perience leads into the swamp. 

In a recent statement, the AFL-CIO rejected 
President Carter's voluntary anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram and Instead called on Congress to impose 
mandatory controls. The federation said a spe¬ 
cial session of Congress should impose controls 
not unly on wages and prices, but on rents, 
dividends, profit margins and interest rates. 

This is the same sort of government action 
which so aroused Canadian labor leaders they 
called a one-day general strike on October 14 two 
years ago, on the first anniversary of our anti- 
Infiatiun controls.

OTAWA — Research and develop 
men! activity is widely recognized as a 
major ingr^ivnt in Canada's — the 
wiirld's — survival kit. But in Canada at 
any rate, H & D is like the weather: a 
good cunversatiun piece but nobody 
dues anything abuut it. 

Or, une should say. nobody does 
enough abuut it. Judd Buchanan, min 
ister of state for science and technology. 
put it this way at a federal-provincial 
conference the other day: 

"Canada currently devotes less than' 
one per cent of Gross National Prod 
uct tu R & D Our level is frighteningly 
low; however, what is more terrifying is 
the lack of K 4 D performed in the 
industrial sectur in Canada. In most 
other O.E.C.D. nations (Organization 
for Economic Co-Operation and Devel 
opment) jO to 6S per cent of the R 4 
1) is performed by industry. In Canada 
the comparative figure Is 40 per cent. 

“In terms of human resources, about 
33 per cent of uur scientists and engi 
neers are employed by industry . The 
comparative O.E.C.D. figure is 90 per 
cent. These facts clearly spell out the 
seriousness of our present situation." 

At the time this apocalyptic vision 
was being offered, a slightly more opti 
mistic tone was being struck by the 
International Development Research 
Centre, an organization founded by 
then prime minister l,ester Pearson,

and funded by Canada. While research 
within Canadia, at one per cent of the 
GNP. would cost about $2 billion, the 
IDRC is spending only about $27 million 
in the current year (total expenditure 
since 1970 1s $129 million). 

Nevertheless, in its annual report the 
centre tends to look on the bright side. 
"The IDHC’s contribution to the devel¬ 
oping world is, on the face of It, a small 
one. but one that has a lasting cumula 
tive effect that w9 believe Is vital, lit;, 
the words of one African scientist ret 
viewing the progress of the project of 
which he was leader ‘It would have 
taken at least 19 years under normal 
circumstances to accomplish what has 
been done with IDRC support in five 
years.’ Even more important, that 
project resulted in the training of more 
than a score of young researchers, and 
the establishment of a national re- 
search unit to carry on this work — and 
this in a field where there was no full. 
lime research being conducted just five 
years ago” 

The cheery lone, so rare nowadays. 

Is maintained: 

"The past year has been a gcMid one 
for the optimists There have been the 
first signs of a downturn in the spiraling 
growth of papulation. There have once 
again been g^ harvests in most parts 
of the world. In the Middle East and 
Southern Africa there have sprouted 



hopes, however fragile, of a movement 
toward peace. There have been, too, the 
beginnings of a serious dialogue be 
tween the Industrialized nations and 
their poorer neighbors on issues of fair 
trade and sharing of resources . . 

Lest anyone think the IDRC has gone 
soft in the head, the report disarmingly 
adds: 

"These are the admittedly precari 
ous holds to which the optimist must 
cling In the face of poverty, disease, 
hunger and unrest that persist in much 
of our unequally divided world. This, 
and the knowledge that although there 
are no instant solutions to the difficul 
lies that ultimately all mankind must 
face, there are solutions." 


The cautious optimism of the IDRC 
report is balanced by the cautious pessi¬ 
mism of Buchanan’s address. He said: 

"Gentlemen, I am absolutely eon- 
vinced that without a dynamic well-de¬ 
fined and co-ordinated national R 4 D 
effort we will, in effect, become five- 
time losers. 

“We lose our expensively-trained re 
searchers to other countries; we will fail 
to capture our share of world markets; 
we will lose the vital lead in new twh- 
nology and the spin-off that comes 
from it; we will continue to suffer large 
trade deficits on manufactured high 
technology products; and we will not be 
able to offer fulfilling job opportunities 
to the product of our education system 

a skilled, professional labor force” 

We have one government a^cy, 
then, that thinks we’re not doing io 
badly abroad and another that thinks 
we're doing badly at home. Maybe they 
can leam from each other. The IRIX: 
concentrates on useful projects related 
to the resources and problems of the 
developing countries: fish farming in 
inland ponds, forestry research, popula 
lion control, the training of technicians 
At home, we clearly have to go far 
beyond natural resources and make 
greater use of our human resources, 
prodding them on In build bigger ant^... 
better computers. But it's the same 
principle.

Ilf the Liberal Party in Can 
ada was fnreshadnwed in Itki.i 
when a political observer 
wrote: "Tile Liberal Party 
was being threatened by the 
New liemncratic Party. So, 
as it has dune so often in the 
past, it reached nut and 
grabbed three of the more 
attractive socialists In the 
land — Trudeau, Marchand 
and Pelletier. Now these men 
seem to be in a position to 
make a real bid to take over 
the party," 

Three .vears later. Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau 
said; “Just because the Lib¬ 
eral Parlv has changed its 
philosophy you shouldn't as¬ 
sume that I’ve changed mine 
... no party can really es¬ 
cape the Control of a group of 
people who want tn get in 
there and decide to control it. 
Which we did.” 

Stealing the opppnsition’s 
clothes is no new trick. But, if 
the theft Is repeated ton 
often, the thief loses the abil¬ 
ity to make clothes of his 
own. 

Looking back over the past 
10 years, who can doubt that 
the Liberal Party forsook 
principle for power? In re¬ 
cruiting the winner from 
<)uebec it failed to observe 
the distinction between win¬ 
ning and governing. In adopt¬ 
ing the politics of the left it 
vaegted the centre that was 
the core of Its strength. 

The secret of the Liberals’ 
long line of victories lay part¬ 
ly in their courting of Quebec 
but also in a cunsensus clse-

where that a degree of court¬ 
ship was Inevitable. Mean¬ 
while the Liberals' espousal 
of the Canadian version of 
limited free enterprise coin¬ 
cided with majority opinion. 
The official socialists of the 
CCF. and late'r the NPP. 
were literally In left field. 

Now, under the leadership 
of a lifelong socialist, the Lib¬ 
erals have moved from the 
centre of Canadian politics to 
a left where there is no room 
for them. It is already filled 
by the New Democrats. 

No doubt the emphatic re¬ 
jection of Liberal candidates 
in the October by-elections 
had much to do with a wide¬ 
spread distrust of Pierre Tru¬ 
deau. Rut it could not have 
occurred without r substan¬ 
tial realignment, not only of 
(he uncommitted voters who 
see themselves in the centre, 
but of many Liberals who 
have seen their party desert 
it. 

That particular outburst of 
popular sentiment was the 
stronger for having been su- 
pressed. In a travesty of rep¬ 
resentative democracy, more 
than a million voters had 
been unrepresented for a 
.vear. Once again the people 
demonstrated that they can¬ 
not be fooled all of the time. 

There Is a certain justice in 
the spectacle of a man who 
set out tn change a political 
party becoming tbe rictim of 
his own success. Concealing 
his socialism under a Liberal 
cloak, he was able to deceive 


the faithful. Wanting to be¬ 
lieve, they were betrayed. 
Now their eyes are opening 
upon the disaster that 'ha.s 
overtaken them. 

Those who favor govern¬ 
ment intervention. the social¬ 
ists, have a socialist party to 
vote for — the N1 'P. Those 
who oppose it also have a 
party to vote for — the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives. 

The two parties represent 
opposing views that are hon¬ 
estly held. The NDP is hon¬ 
estly socialist. The Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives are in 
favor of free competitive en¬ 
terprise. Uncommitted 
voters will switch from one to 
the other from time to time. 
Over time, however, the 
swings will be seen as fluc¬ 
tuating about a line that fol¬ 
lows a middle course. 

It Is the line that the Liber¬ 
al Party used to straddle.

A chance to clean house 


at the Post Office missed 


OTTAWA — Let's not be 
such easy marks. 

For years we’ve been bul¬ 
lied and blackmailed by the 
postal workers. 

And all through those years 
of extortion — pay off or for¬ 
get the mall — the postal 
workers had a soft sort of 
support from Prime Minister 
Trudeau. 

Soft in the sense that in 
equating the pay and privi¬ 
leges demands of the postal 
workers with the public's 
right to its tax-paid mail ser 
vice, the prime minister at 
least gave the union reason lo 
believe he didn't object to it 
hanging tough. 

For you'll remember In 
that postal strike a few years 
ago which went on and on for 
weeks, the prime minister 
said he would bring it to an 
end only when he thought 
"the public has suffered 
enough." 

So the postal workers hung 
on. finally settling for sliil 
another inflationary pay in¬ 
crease. 

But this time, instinctively- 
sensing that the taxpayers 
weren't going to take it any 
more from the overpaid and 
underworked public service 

— especially the postal work¬ 
ers — Trudeau got tough. 

He legislated them back to 
work and made it stick. 

But it must have sabered 
him when for a few days the 
union defied both Pariiameni 
and tbe courts. 

And It has to shake him up 
a little that in going back to 
their jobs, the postal work¬ 
ers, full of fury and sour with 
resentment, threatened slow¬ 
downs, work-to-rule. possible 
rotating strikes and the ex¬ 
tremity of sabotage. 

Applauded by a decidedly 
disenchanted public for 
standing up, as never before, 
to the postal workers, the 
prime minister missed the 
best chance since his use of 
the Armed Forces to crush 
the Quebec Liberation From 
in the "October Crisis” of 
1970, to emerge the hero. 

For through 10 years of 
mail disruption, the postal 
workers have just about won 
their goal of parity with po¬ 
lice and firemen. 

And with money like that 
available, and no great skills 
or even effort required, those 
postal jobs could have been 
filled swiftly by unemployed. 
If the government had nerve 
enough to clean house at the 
Post Office. 

It had broad public support 
as never before, but it lacked 
the will. 

So the public will be conned 
again. 

.Since out of It, as slickly as 
the magician pulls tbe rabbit 
from the hat, the postal work¬ 
ers will extract a clearly in¬ 
flationary 19 to II per cent 
pay Increase. 

And you know why? 

Because out of their short¬ 
lived strike, the outside mail 
carriers — the “posties” who 
do their door-to-door rounds 

— amid wide public praise 
for their “moderation," ex¬ 
tracted precisely that: 19 lo 
II per cent. 

1^0 said so? 

The federal government's 
very own substitute for tbe 
now phased-out Anti-Inflation 
Boart, tbe new Centra for the 



Study of Inflation and Pro¬ 
ductivity. 

It was a settlement — 
quietly negotiated by Acting 
Labor Minister Andre Ouellet 
— far above what the Cana¬ 
dian economy can afford If 
wage levels are lo be kept in 
line with economic reality. 

That 10 to . II per cent in¬ 
crease will be paid over the 
next 18 months. 


And it is outrageous at an 
Inflationary lime when in 
creases between six and 
seven per cent are the most 
that can be justified and the 
most that workers in business 
and Industry can accept. 

The cost of living clause 
that lakes the increase to 10 
or II percent in the "posties” 
contract was subtly misre 
presented as a form of "pro 
lection" should prices stay 
above six per cent. 

Nobody has to tell you — or 
the government either that is 
supposed to be holding publii' 
service wage increases In 
check — about prices and 
where they are going. 

And get this: what the rela 
tively tame "posties" got — 
10 to 11 per cent — the gos 
emmeni will be helpless to 
deny the militanL sabotage 
threatening inside postal 
workers.

THE ECONOMISTS of our society have, through 
lume marvelous sleight of hand. Bamum and Bailey 
bunkum and out-and-out subterfuge, managed to re¬ 
main largely unscathed by the monetary upheaval 
that has most of the world in a stale of consterna¬ 
tion. 

They are highly paid "experts" with batting aver¬ 
ages that would suggest minor league status at best. 
The finance ministers of the world seek out their 
expertise, seemingly adopt it without even rudimen¬ 
tary checking and then watch the suggested financial 
policies get them deeper and deeper into the hole of 
monetary disaster. 

Jean Chretien has. at his di.sposal. the financial 
brains of the Liberal party, which, on closer examina¬ 
tion. is akin to putting his head dead centre in the 
noose. Those financial advisors, for all their text book 
learning, their egg head monetary theorising, their 
huge per diem recompense, have done nothing other 
than speed inflation, recession and possibly depres¬ 
sion. 

Jean Chretien presents a new budget, a budget 
that at best, is a wishy-washy, band aid attempt to 
stem the flow of life blood. He gives us the promise of a 
three per cent cut in the manufacturing sales tax. 
which, on the surface, would .seem to be reasonable. 
But remember, by the time this cut fillers down from 
the manufacturer, through the wholesaler and then 
through the retailer, you're not likely to gel anything 
resembling three per cent. 

HE CITS I'lC premiums both for the employee 
and the employer, which, in the cold light of dawn, has 
to be basic idiocy. Everyone knows the government 
subsidizes the fund by hundreds of millions, so instead 
of cutting the premiums, he should have increased 
them. 

But forget all the cuts, both real and promised, 
lawk, instead, at the only line that really matters — 
the deficit. We are told to lighten belts, to restrain our 
demands, w hile at the same time listening to Chretien 
tell us that the federal deficit will be increased by a 
billion and a half next year. He not only didn't cut 
bureaucratic spending, he didn't have the decency to 
keep It al least even with this year's horrendous deficit 
figure. 

Now I would like you to compare the Chretien 
method of budgeting, aided and abetted by the genius 
economists, with the plan offered up by the Help End 
Inflation Association — an association of concerned, 
commonsense citizens without benefit of high salaried 
financial nabobs Please digest the relative simplicity 
of the proposal 

THEY CALL IT Proposition'S. It would end the 
spending debacle by having all levels of government 
r^uce spending and borrowing by six per rent per 
year for six years. This would be accomplished by 
personnel reductions of six per cent peryear— strictly 
by attrition, not by layoffs. Proposition 8 would then 
cut ALL taxes by six per cent per year for six years. 
The result, at the end of six years, would be a Jl per 
cent saving in government expenditures and a corre¬ 
sponding 31 per cent cut in taxes. 

There is no need to go to a highly-rated sc hool of 
economies to understand that such savings would end 
Inflation, make for a strong dollar and low interest 
rates, reduce prices and manufacture more Jobs du^ to 
those lower prices. 

Their summation is coldly frightening. We have a 
choice — either adopt a sane policy as suggested, or. 
continue the inflation-go-round which will DOIBLE 
prices, taxes and rents in just right years, which will 
cause massive unemployment and a depression as 
higher prices force us to buy less and make our dollar 
worth but 37 cents in 12 years. 

The plan Is not hard to understand. It Is not 
couched in the gobblygook of economic drivel. But how 
do we convince civic, provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments of the sanity of such straight-forward econom¬ 
ics? Keep shouting. I guess.

In reporting the interest¬ 
ing discovery of the remains 
of the Spanish ship San Juan 
which sank off the Labrador 
coast in 1565 mention was 
made that this incident helps 
"fill a 40-year historical gap 
In our history on that coast, 
between the adventures of 
Jean Cabot and Jacques Car 
tier. 

Using the name Jean Cabot 
seems to reflect a misunder¬ 
standing by many Canadians 
of the identity of Cabot (and 
of his sponsor on that voy 
age). As Cabot is believed 
to be the first European In 
discover what is now called 
"Canada." those who may be 
interested in his background 
should at least have the rele¬ 
vant facts. 

According to the Columbia 
Encyclopedia (second edi 
(ion) published by Columbia 
University Press. New York, 
John Cabot was an "English 
explorer, probably bom in 
Genoa. Italy, who apparently 
believed (like Cohunbus) the 
riches of the Far East might 
be more easily reached by- 
sailing west. He went to Eng¬ 
land. probably in the 1480s. 
and resided chiefly at Bris¬ 
tol. 

Under a patent granted by 
Henry VII (March 5, 1196) 
Cabot sailed from Bristol in 
1497 and discovered the North 
American coast at a point 
usually thought of to be Cape 
Breton Island. 

In 1498 he again sailed for 
America to explore (he coast. 
The fate of the expedition is 
unknown though there is pre 
sumptive evidence it reached 
America and some of its 
members returned. The Eng¬ 
lish claims in North America 
were based on his discot ery.

Victoria city council has taken on the proposal from Okana¬ 
gan Helicopters Ltd. and speculate on (he reasons for 
Mayor Michael Young's apparent determination to have 
council kill the idea of establishing a helicopter link between 
downtown Victoria and downtown Vancouver. 

Okanagan Helicopters has proposed to operate such a 
service. Okanagan is a reputable firm operating helicopter 
services in Asia, the North Sea, Canada, and the Arctic. 

The company is listed on the Toronto Stock Exchange 
and is the biggest of its kind in the world. 

For reasons which haven't become very clear. Young 
seems unalterably opposed to the establishment of the 
proposed helicopter link and has. so far, succeeded in having 
his council back his position. 

Okanagan Helicoptqys first became interested In the 
venture a year ago when the Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce organized a meeting here attended by transpor 
tation officials from every level of government and repre¬ 
sentatives of the aviation industry. 

THE DISCUSSION CENTRED on the possibility of 
establishing a STOL (short takeoff and landing) link be¬ 
tween Victoria and Vancouver. 

It was found out then that a STOL aircraft required a 
runway of at least 2.500 feet instead of 600 feel as had been 
previously assumed. 

The STOL idea died right then and there, or so we 
thought. Since the object of (ho exerci.se was to establish a 
downtown-to-downtown link. STOL was obviously out of the 
question. 

Enter Okanagan Helicopters. The firm went to work on

gan got in touch with the chamber and asked if a meeting 
with city council could be arranged. A meeting was set for 
Sept. 26. 

The meeting took place as scheduled. Ci(y council 
members asked a lot of questions and were genuinely 
enthusiastic about Okanagan's proposal. The firm basically 
asked for three things: Support from city council, assurance 
that the Esquimau Road heliport would be available and if 
not, some other site, and city council's help in asking the 
provincial govermment for funds under the airport facilities 
improvement fund. 

THERE WA.S NO INDICATION that city council 
wouldn't comply with the firm's request.

His report made 12 .specific recommendation, eight of 
which dealt with the air bus idea. 

It seems a little more than a coincidence (hat the ma.sor 
should have written his report the day before the meeting 
with Okanagan was to take place, releasing it the day after. 
He obviously is advocating a certain course of action which 
I don't think benefits Victoria. 

Why the mayor's stubborn opposition to the helicopter 
service? It can't be safety. Helicopters are the safest 
method of air transportation. They can fly in any weather 
They can fly by night. They can alter their course to suit 
weather conditions and population densities <w 


IT ALSO CA.N'T BE efficency The ma.tor's air bus 
brainchild would set the commuting time between down¬ 
town Victoria and downtown Vancouver al about one and a 
half hours at best. 

The helicopter service could have passengers in down¬ 
town Vancouver in 45 minutes. 

Could it be his determination In get rid of float planes? 
By advocating an air-bus system which would employ the 
Dash-Seven STOL aircraft, (he mayor might well see the 
demise of Air-West's float plane service from the Inner 
Harbor. 

But a helicopter service would achieve the same goal, if 
that's what the mayor's goal is. 

It appears the ma.vor is determined to further the cause 
of STOL aircraft, even if they can't be used on downtown 
runs. 

And council's willingness In lag along with the ma.vor 
like a herd of sheep is even less excusable. 

If Victoria needs anything it is a first-class Iransporla- 
tion link with the Mainland. Our Insularity, a blessing and a 
curse at (he same time, puls Victoria at a distinct disadvan¬ 
tage business-wise. 

If we want to attract business to Victoria, even the kind 
that is desirable, we have to be able to offer a flawless 
transportation system to the Mainland.

TORONTO (CPV-A lead¬ 
ing Toronto Liberal urged the 
party Saturday to stop blam¬ 
ing the press and other crittca 
for pfoblems of dlaunHy in 
the country. • 

“There really can't be any 
enemies among those who 
really want to work to- 
geth^,” John Evans, former 
University of Toronto presi 
dent and defeated Moral 
Liberal candidate In byelec- 
tioos last month, told a con¬ 
vention of Ontario members 
of the federal party. 

His comments came hours 
after Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau told the 1,900 delegates 
that the time had come for 
Liberals to fight back against 
those he described aa the 
party’s twip enemies—the 
press and the government's 
political critics. 

Evans said the media 
played a leadership role in 
attempting to put constitu¬ 
tional national unity issues 
before Canadians, "but the 
public grew restless with 
this.’’ 

Language and regional di¬ 
visions are rooted in the fact 
that Canada's culture was 
still In a slate of evolution, 
said Evans, a former mem¬ 
ber of a royal commission on 
Canadian unity. 

Canadians had not yet de¬ 
veloped a strong aeoae of na¬ 
tionalism or patrlotiain. They 
continued to accept forces 
that were by nature divi¬ 
sive—regional idantitioa and 
two languages wilhin oite' 
country. 

Evans argued that the Job 
facing Liberals was to show 
all Canadians that large con¬ 
stitutional Isaueo had a direct 
bearing on thefr Ifves; that 
the entcome of the current 
struggle to renrrite the coun- 
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try's underlying law would 
affect the careers, mobility 
and “chances for wealth" of 
all citiaena, 

"I don't think this battle 
can be left to the Titans at 
federal—pravinclal confer¬ 
ences," he said. leferrlng to 
repeated efforts fey the two 
te^a of government to re¬ 
place the 1M7 British North 
America Act srith a kaalc law 
that reflects more modem 
demands for language, cul¬ 
tural and regional ri^As. 

The moderate tone adopted 
by Evans contraated with 
Trudeau's call-to-arms is¬ 
sued aa the three-day meet¬ 
ing opened Friday. 

“The country needs the 
Liberal party now and the 
country needs It badly be¬ 
cause we're the only party 
that stands squarely for a 
strong Canada,”the prime 
minister declare. 




Liberals should no longer 
“stand back and take It" 
when the party and the gov¬ 
ernment are attacked by 
press and political opposi- 
thm, Trudeau said. 

Shortly before Evans spoke 
Saturday, Secretary of State 
John RiAerts and Liberal 
MPs Mark MacGuigan

slammed separatists. Pro¬ 
gressive CoHMrvattves and 
other opponents for their so- 
called fractious Influence on 
Canada. 

TV national unity discus¬ 
sion followed convention de¬ 
bate OB the economy. 

Robert Andras, president 
of the federal treasury beard, 
told Liberals not la egpect 
any flashy, vote-getting poli¬ 
cies from tlw fedml govern¬ 
ment in the next six moeths.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Victor Hosaciblad. tk« late 
Swedisk designer ol the camera that bears bis name, 
instituted a new priie fund for science that will almost 
match the cash awards of the Nobel prizes. 

In his will, signed two weeks before his death last 
August, Hasselblad set up a foundation managing a 
fund to be awarded annually for achievements In the 
field of natural sciences. 

Kurt Mark, a lawyer representing the board that 
will manage the foundation and its funds, said there 
are indicatioos the prize money might total t7M.60a 
annually. This year the combined Nobel prize money 
came to SftOO.OM. 

Mark said Hasselblad also set aside a fund to 
provide a tZO.OOO annual prize and a gold medal for the 
best photo submitted by professionals who use his 
equipment. 

Mark said there would be no awards in tan. He de¬ 
scribed the Hasselblad estate as "enormous.” 

Hasselblad cameras are popular with fashion, 
landscape and architectural photographers. la 1M2.

HAVANA (Reuter) - 
Leaders of (^t>an exile cam- 
munities In the United States 
will boM talks with President 
Fidel Castro la Havana on 
Nov It and II abawt the poo 
siUe release of thousands of 
political prisoners in Cuba, 
the government has con- 
firmed. 

The opening of the long 
awaited dialogue batween 
Castro and the exile cemmu- 
nity first was announced by 
exile leaders arriving in Ha¬ 
vana from the United States 
and later confirmed by a 
Cuban government state¬ 
ment. 

Meanwhile, a Justice 
department commission has 
begun Interviewing about 7t 
prisoners and former prison¬ 
ers to see if they may be 
permitted to enter the United 
Ntateo. 

Cuban officials said It of 
these prisoners were re¬ 
leased in the last few days, 
well before their jail terms 
were due to end. 

Next week's talks will 
cover the freeing of all the 
l.MM political prisoners In 
Cuba, reunification of fami¬ 
lies divided between Cuba 
and overseas and the possible 
renewal of direct flights be- 
tween Cuba and the United 
States.

Bitteriy cold winds ind the first dust¬ 
ing of snow this year (or Greater Vic¬ 
toria almost upstaged the show in the 
municipal political arena Saturday. 

Once again voters had to brave cold 
gale-foroc windi, freezing tompera- 
Uires, snowfiurries and slaet to cast 
ballots in a municipal eioctloa. 

B C. Hydro crewa. police and fire¬ 
fighters in Greater Victoria were kept 
on the hop constantly Saturday respond¬ 
ing to numerous reports of sparking 
wires and downed power lines. 

A B.C. Hydro spokesman said Satur¬ 
day night every available crew was out 
working to restore power. 

Outages were "all aver the place"— 
Colwood, Sooke. East Sooke, Port Ren¬ 
frew, Cordova Bay, parts of Saanich 
and the Saanich Peninsula. 

The downtown Victoria area was ap 
parently untouched by power failures. 


"The wind is particularly heavy to¬ 
night, and doesn't seem to be letting 
up." she said. 

"Power outages have been wide¬ 
spread all day long because of the 
wind.” 

Many power shortages were the "on 
again, off again," variety, which was a 
nuisance tb residents a^ hydro work¬ 
ers alike. 

This was the second Wg windstorm of 
the year, the hydro spokesman said. 

This time, blowing from a different 
direction, the wind brought down nu¬ 
merous branches loosened in the first 
storm, f 

Branches hitting power lines caused 
several outages. 

A targe tree toppled over in the 
wln^ against a house at 1744 Jeffer¬ 
son Street in Saanich, and a tree (ell 
against a house at 44t7 Shelbourne 
Street. There were no injuries.

The comeback of an eight 
year council veteran high 
lighted what was otherwise 
an aldermanic election with 
out surprises in Oak Bay 

Insurance company man¬ 
ager Norm Pimlott of 1356 St. 
Patrick Saturday moved 
back onto council after his 
defeat last year by some 33 
votes to Peter Bunn 

"It was such a close race 
with Peter Bunn last time it 
(this year's election) was Just 
a rase of people realizing 
wkat I'd done and feeling sa¬ 
tisfied wHk wdiat council had 
done," Pimlott said in a 
phone interview from his 
home amidst a victory party 
shortly after the polls 
closed. 

Also elected were Doug 
Watts (2,181) and Shirley 
Dowell (1,916). Pimlott 
polled 1,992. Writer Terry 
Reksten trailed with 1.738 In 
the eiertion that saw a 10 
percentage point drop over 
last year in voter turnout to 
23.49 per cent. 

The early returns showed 
Incumbent Shirley Dowell 
trailing both Pimlott and poll 
leader WatU. Not far behind 
her was challenger Reksten 
which fueled earlier specula¬ 
tion that the pro-heritage 
candidate who was going "to 
blow away some of the cob¬ 
webs " In the municipality 
might squeeze out Mrs. 
Dowell. 


Esquimalt voters turned 
out in lower numbers than 
usual but still council got the 
message they were happy 
the way things were. 

All three incumbents Barry 
Gilbert (1.273). Larry Mann 
(1,140) and James McEvay 
(1.(199) were re-elected. 
Grant Mebs in his second try 
for council trailed with 881 
voles. 

Voter turnout was down to 
19.2 per cent, four percentage 
points less than fast year's 
election which according to 
returning officer George 
Merz had as much to do with 
football and hockey games on

slen trailed the incumbent 
woman alderman by 172 
votes.

"It means I'm not elected 
by one part of the municipal¬ 
ity," said Watts, the only 
candidate to appear at muni¬ 
cipal hall during the tally of 
the voles. Pimlott ran sec¬ 
ond at all polls except Mon¬ 
terey School where Mrs 
Dowell pushed him out by 34 
votes. 

Watts viewed the results as 
a confirmation of what coun¬ 
cil has been doing. (He con¬ 
sidered Pimlott to be an in¬ 
cumbent In the eyes of the 
voters.) 

"I think they want to see 
the continuation of the efforts 
of council." he said.

They 
were followed by Incumbents 
Dr. Mark Pisher, 1.000 votes 
behind, and Peter Yorke. 

The result will tip the bal¬ 
ance in the strongly-divided 
school board. The "fiscal re 
sponsibility” wing lost two of 


its six members—Peter 
Dorazio and Bud Smith—and 
the two newcomers are 
closely identified with the 
"educational responsibility" 
wing, until now a three-per¬ 
son minority on the nine- 
member board. 

The board will, come Janu¬ 
ary, have • five-person "edu¬ 
cational responsibility" ma¬ 
jority, with a good chance of 
electing the 1979 chainpan. 
Mrs. Brice said Saturday 
night that she intends to give 
someone else a chance at the 
job, and the likeliest prospect 
at this point appears to be 
Carol Pickup, the leader of 
the "educational responsi¬ 
bility” minority. 

The strong showing by 
Levin and Mott, who made no 
bones about their opposition 
to the way the present board 
has been handling things, 
would have to be interpreted 
as "negative to the present 
board policies." Mrs. Brice 
said Saturday. 


Levin interpreted the result 
as showing dissatisfaction 
with the board's unresponsi¬ 
veness. The board's attitude 
toward parents groups and 
during school closures last 
spring clearly alienated 
many voters. Levin said. 

The action over the next 
few months will shift to the 
board's final budget and the 
.school closure issue. Given 
the new majority on the 
board, school closures next 
spring appear unlikely at this 
point, and the final budget 
approved in February may 
be significantly different 
from the provisional budget 
approved only last Monday. 

At least one trustee plans to 
keep things warm. A gleeful 
John Young, whose first year 
on the board has been 
marked by one futile notice of 
motion after another, as the 
present majority shot him 
down repeatedly, has pro¬ 
mised to resurrect all those 
old motions and try them on 
the new board. 


The great unorganized—or 
as some would have it disor¬ 
ganized—residents out in the 
west decided Saturday that 
they like things the way they 
are. 

Half of the eligible voters 
turned out to say a resound¬ 
ing "no" to proposals that 
their areas should Incorpo¬ 
rate into district municipali¬ 
ties. They will remain under 
the wing of the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board unless the provin¬ 
cial government decides to 
impose Incorporation. 

But while View Royal resi¬ 
dents Joined their neighhors 
in Langford-Colwood and in 
Metchosin tai voting two to 
one against incorporation, 
they were even more definite 
in their approval of a 65.2 
million sewage collection 
system, voting 704 to 333 in 
favor of the measure. 

And View Royal regional 
director Al Beasley was Jubi¬ 
lant. 

It had been his fourth cam¬ 
paign to get sewers in the 
area. He had alto opposed 
incorporation, so voters 
backed his opinion in both 
instances. 

Other local directors were 
relieved that the long cam¬ 
paign was over, and that Uie 
heavy voter turnout had been 
a decisive expression. 

"I hope this will settle the 
matter for a good number of 
years to people know exactly 
where they stand." said 
Langford's Ed Lubick. He 
suggested that the area 
might consider electing an 
advisory council to deal with 
local affairs and advise the 
regional representatives. _ 

He said that old people 
teemed to have turned out In 
good numbers to vote on in¬ 
corporation, and he thought 
the defeat came because peo¬ 
ple (eared increased taxes If 
they had another level of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Unlike some other direc¬ 
tors, Lubick dues not expect 
enforced incorporation to fol¬ 
low the referendum defeat, 
although Munclpal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis has 
often said the area should 
incorporate. 

"1 don't think the minister 
would force citizens to incor¬ 
porate when they have to 
clearly and by an over¬ 
whelming majority said they 
don't wish to. I think the min¬ 


ister is more responsible than 
that." 

Colwood't Howard Drum¬ 
mond waa philosophical, al¬ 
though the defeat came after 
three years of work and a 
good deal of bard campaign¬ 
ing on his part (or incorpora¬ 
tion. 

"What I wanted was a 
strong yes or no," he said. 
"Personally I believe that we 
should have gone for it, but 
the people have spoken and 
that's the word, and it came 
through loud and clear." 

Drummond said he (alt that 
Curtis bad done people a dis¬ 
service la not releasing ear¬ 
lier a regional review com¬ 
mittee report which last week 
recommended In part com¬ 
pulsory incorporation of un¬ 
organized areas that met cer¬ 
tain requirements.

Saturday produced the lowest 
voter turnout In 16 years.

The big accomplishment 
was the election of incumbent 
James Gumming, who start¬ 
ed representing the munici¬ 
pality in 1964 when It was an 
unorganized territory. 

A former North Saanich 
reeve and mayor, he has 
served nine years on council, 
and topped the polls with 561 
voljes.

Tenants switch on ovens but they’re not baking

Residents of Croft House at 128 Croft In James Bay are 
shivering this morning as they wait for their ovens or 
whatever auxiliary heaters they have been able to lay 
hands on to warm up their apartments. 

The heat has b^ off since Thursday and some resi¬ 
dents have moved elsewhere out of the cold. 

"There are people here In their gOs and 66s,'' said resi¬ 
dent Jean Com^. who lives in an apartment with her 86- 
year-old mother. "They're cold, and they're having to 
use their ovens to beat their apartments. That's not par¬ 
ticularly safe, and it's expensive" 

She said many tenants are afraid to complain because 
they fear eviction. 


Tbe problem, she said, is with a hot water beating sys¬ 
tem that continually breaks down. ' 

Pipes underneath the ground floor corridor rupture, and 
repairs lake some time. 

In the main corridor, tbe floor has been taken up and 
on Saturday night was covered with an uneven wooden 
floor with the carpet on top. 

“Tbe plumbers have been working on tbe pipes, but 
they're not here over the weekend," she added. 

On tbe ground floor, Joanne Merrett moved to her par¬ 
ents' apartment with her two children after coming out of 
hospital. 

"We don't want to make a Mg deal about H," her father 
Art Zala said. “We have a warm apartment and hers is 
cold, and we don't want her getting a cold or anything 
after getting out of the hospital. We're not making a fuss 
because tbe people there have been pretty good to her.” 


On the fourth floor, Wilfred Parker keeps his seven- 
month-old son Clayton wrapped in hit outdoor suit all day. 
He had been aumenting his oven beat with a imall heater 
until the healer burned out. 

“It's really cold when we wake up in the morning," he 
said. “It's Just lidlculoua that we don't have any heat, espe¬ 
cially when we pay 6266 a month for tbe apartment." 

“I'm Just going to take off,” said Muriel Johnston, a 
second floor resident. “I Just haven't decided yet whether' 
to go to a motel or to frie^ (or tbe night." 

Elizabeth Parson said her heat waa off all last weekend, 
and had been off again since Thursday. 

“You cant adjust the heal—in (he summer even after 
I'd tried to turn the heat off. the heat waa Just Masting out 
—even tbe water In the toilet was warm. It waa like a fur¬ 
nace. 

“They took the corridor up with jackhammers then and 


you would have thought they would have fixed IL but it 
didn't get any better. Now we can't get any heat." 

She noted that some work had bMn done on the pipes In 
the hallway, but wondered why work had stopped for the 
weekend. 

“You would think that with everyone freezing to death 
they would Just keep working till It's fixed," she said. 

Tenants said that they had not been told what was 
wrong, or what was being done to fix tbe situation. Sev¬ 
eral were preparing either to withhold part of their rent or 
to pay rent to tbe provincial rentalsman and ask him to 
decide how much should be withheld to pay increased 
electricity Mils.

Chinooks 


With 26,333 entries, the 1978 
Colonist King Fisherman 
Contest was the fourth big¬ 
gest in 24 years of King Fish¬ 
erman competition, sur¬ 
passed only by the 1977 
all-time record of 46,429 en¬ 
tries. 1963 with 34.096 entries, 
and 1971 with 29,793 entries. 

This past year there were 
more chinook entries than in 
any other of the other even- 
numbered non-pink salmon 
years — 16,331 this year, 
compared with 14,383 jn 1976. 
the next biggest even-num¬ 
bered Chinook year. 

Pink salmon run through 
Juan de Fuca Strait in odd- 
numbered years and are en¬ 
tered into the King Fisher¬ 
man Contest as chinook sal- 
mon, just to let them qualify 
for hidden weight prizes, but 
in those years they swell the 
chinook category entries. 

But. only in two other years 
were there more chinook en¬ 


tries (Including pink salmon) 
than there were in 1978, with 
16.331 Chinook entries, not 
including pink entries. In 1977 
there were 23,402 chinook en¬ 
tries (including pinks) and in 
1963 there were 21,303 Chin¬ 
ook entries, including pinks. 
Both were fantastic Juan de 
Fuca Strait pink years. 

This past 1978 season was 
mediocre for coho, ranking 
12th out of 24 years, with 8,307 
coho entries, compared to a 
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spark fourth biggest entry total 


record 13,333 coho entries in 
1977. some 13,137 coho entries 
In 1968. and 12,903 in 1974. 

Tyee entries were down to 
220. with only last year's 191 
tyee entries below this year. 

Record tyee year was 1968 
with 791 entries, followed by 
I960 with 744 entries and 1939 
with 728 tyee entries. 

River trout entries were 
eliminated this year for con¬ 
servation reasons, but trout 
from a lake entries were 


average for recent years of 
contest fishing — 787 — but 
down from the record trout 
fishing year in 1964 when 2,- 
231 trout were entered from 
Vancouver Island lakes. 

Small-mouth bass entries, 
at 462 for 1978, were a high 
average, but down from the 
record 813 bass entries in 
1937. 

May of 1978 recorded the 
most entries for May of any 
of the other 23 years of King 


Fisherman competition and 
that is without a river trout 
category. There were 2,366 
May 1978 entries. II more 
that the 1977 May record of 
2,333 entries in all cate¬ 
gories. 

June entries in 1978 sel an- 
other all-category record 
entry for June, with 3.013 en¬ 
tries, compared to June 1977 
record of 4,830 entries. 

Then after those two 
monthly all-category records 


the 1978 fisbiag started to 
drop to only average. 

In October 1978 there were 
I.I46 chinook entries. 323 


more than in October 1977 
and 376 more than in October 
1976. But coho entries, at I.- 
041, were down by 1.198 from 


1977 and 1.104 coho less than 
October 1976

ONTARIO, Calif. • Satur¬ 
day wasn't the best of days 
for superstock driver Roy 
Smith of Victoria. 

Smith and his crew gam¬ 
bled and lost In a bid to 
qualify for today's running of 
the Times 5«», the final slop 
on the NA.SCAR Grand Na¬ 
tional circuit. Later in the 
day mechanical troubles with 
the 1977 Camaro owned by 
Bob Beadle of Seattle forced 
Smith to miss Saturday's 
running of the preliminary 
American 150, 

Smith had qualified in SOIh 
position for the Times 500 on 
Friday and decided to try and 
improve his starling spot on 
Saturday morning. But 
Smith, who clocked in at 147 
m.p.h. Friday, could manage 


no more than 144 m.p.h. in the 
1977 Tropical Rent-a-Car 
Chevelle and missed the 
starting field of 40. 

Meanwhile, Richard Petty, 
the sport's all-time top win¬ 
ner, and speedsters Buddy- 
Baker, Neil Boonett. Dave 
Marcis and Ricky Rudd all 
reluctantly have something 
in common as they prepare 
for today's race. 

They are all non w inners in 
1978. It surprises no one to 
say all of them will be going 
as far out on a limb as they 
dare to win. But it may be a 
surprise to some to list how 
much is at slake. 

First is the winner's share 
of the $180,000 purse—about 
$ 22 , 000 . 

Next is the Winners' Circle 


Achievement Program, for 
which the race winners of 
1978 will be eligible In 1979. 
It's worth almost $100,000 in 
bonuses above next season's 
posted purses. 

Perhaps most important, 
at slake is the money needed 
to do business—sponsor 
money. More than any other 
sport, sponsor backing is es¬ 
sential in this expensive line 
of work. Lack of perfor¬ 
mance. namely victories, af¬ 
fects what any driver can ask 
from or sell to a sponsor. 

Even a driver like Petty, 
with 185 career victories— 
David Pearson is next at 103 
wins—is not immune from 
the requirements of regular 
victory production. In fact. 


Petty knows this about as 
well as anyone. 

The 41-year-old Petty has 
gone winless since July 4, 
1977. In the search for the 
winning combination. Petty 
has switched from Dodge to 
Chevrolet, and lost factory 
support and an estimated 
$750,000 in assorted promo¬ 
tional contracts from 
Chrysler Corp. 

Now his $400,000 yearly 
support from STP Corp., a 
staple in Petty's diet most of 
this decade, appears to be 
fading away. 

Petty's bankroll next year 
may be more than $1.25 mil¬ 
lion lighter. He acknowled'geS 
*a victory to finish out the 
season would help sell his 
program in 1979. 


The others face less expen¬ 
sive, although as proportion¬ 
ately staggering, conse¬ 
quences, Marcis is out of a 
job for 1979. Baker is switch¬ 
ing cars. Bonnett, Brooks and 
Rudd all figure to be doing 
something different next sea¬ 
son, although they don't know 
what yet. The operations they 
are leaving behind all have 
uncertain futures. 

Petty and Marcis came 
close two weeks ago at Atlan¬ 
ta. Petty was even declared 
winner of the race until a 
scoring mess was corrected. 
Instead. Donnie Allison won 
his first race of the season 
and it may have helped 
renew his sponsorship deal 
for another year. 

Bonnett, the defending 


champion In the Times race, 
will be hard-pressed to repeal 
as winner. He had engine 
troubles Friday and wasn't 
able to qualify in the first 
round. He led the second 
round on Saturday, but his 
speed of 130.449 miles an hour 
was six m.p.h. off Cale Yar¬ 
borough's pole position win¬ 
ning effort of a day earlier. 

Yarborough, who is shoot¬ 
ing for a career-high lllh vic¬ 
tory in the same season, is 
considered the favorite even 


though he ha.s never won at 
Ontario Motor .Speedway.

EDMONTON (CP) - Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos capitalized 
on five Slampeder penalties 
and three turnovers in the 
fourth quarter to come back 
from a three-point deficit and 
defeat Calgary 29-13 in a 
frigid Canadian Football 
League western conference 
championship before 42.673 
spectators Saturday.

Eighth-ranked Georgia, 
meanwhile, threw the SEC 
race In a tangle by tying Au¬ 
burn 2322. The deadlock was 
accomplished on a one-yard 
touchdown plunge by Willie 
McClendon with 3:18 left to 
play and an extra point place¬ 
ment by Rex Robinson as 
Bulldog coach Vince Dooley 
disdained a two-point conver¬ 
sion attempt which might 
have meant victory. 

Tbe tie leaves the SEC title 
undecided until Dec. 2 when 
Auburn plays No. 3 Alabama, 
which was idle Saturday. If 
Alabama wins that game, the 
Crimson Tide draws the 
Sugar Bowl bid. If Auburn 
wins.

Does the comfortable flight 
over the blue waters of the 
Pacific go non-stop to Para- 
dise. or does it make several 
slaps along the way: The fold¬ 
er didn't say. 

What about those average 
temperatures of 85 degrees. 
Better stIH. what tempera 
lures can .vou expect when 
you gel there'? Average 
means just that: if it's 120 
degrees in paradise for six 
months — and 50 Ihe other six 
months — well, that does 
average out to 85. 

A magnifirem deluxe, air¬ 
cooled hotel? What's one is 
land's deluxe may be another 
island's second class. Hotels 
are graded in various coun¬ 
tries. and by various associa¬ 
tions. What exactly is the 
grading of Paradise? And 
what does air-cooled mean? 
We all understand air condi 
Honed. But air-cooled could 
be anything from an open 
window to a native with a big 
fan. 

You ran eat all you want at 
one of Ihe hotel's three gour 
met restaurants.

.Still, the Indu-stry Is ped 
dling a product just as UNi 
eral Motors peddles cars and 
Kxxoa peddles oil. Only 
travel people are selling 
dreanu. 

Not evw term and every 
word of the travel folder will 
be clear to you. anymore than 
every word of an automobile 
warranty will be clear to 
you. 

There are many travel 
terms anyone interested in a 
packaged tour must be famil¬ 
iar with. If you are to know 
what H is you are buying 

Among them are: 

—'Tours begin at the 
amazingly krw price of SW" 
While It's true the tours begin 
nt that price, they ay8v ilable 
at only certain lime periods, 
only when the airplane is 
completely filled, or only if 
.vou pay up a certain number 
af da.vs ahead. Otherwise, the 
price may not be so amaz¬ 
ing 


"Before you give some of your 
money away^ go back and read

Power 
flows 
in milk 

WASHINGTON (AP) —' 
Scientists have discovered a 
powerful substance in human 
breast milk that stimulates 
the growth and division nf 
cells, but they don't know yet 
whal Its function might be in 
a baby's body 
Researchers al Harvard 
Medical .School and Chil. 
dren's Hospllal Medical 
Centre in Boston say the 
breast milk factor • is five 
limes more powerful than 
similar growth factors found 
in the blood 

"There is something in 
milk—a protein—that .slimu 
tales Ibe growlh of cells, bul 
we don't know which specifir 
cells yel or how important it 
might be,” Dr. Michael 
Klagsbrun said In a recent 
irlepbone inlerview. 

"When we talk about 
growth in Ibis rase, we are 
not talking about the growlh 
and developmeni of the whole 
organism.'' ha continued 
"We are lalklng about tha 
eff^’t on certain tissues and 
cells and not the whole 
body,” 

In an article ia the current 
Issue of Proceedings of (ha 
Nitionil Academy of .Sci¬ 
ences. Dr. Klagsbrun says 
the milk factor Is ia highesi 
conrentrallon immedialely 
after birth. Early milk con¬ 
tains IS times more growth 
factor than samples taken 
two months after delivery. 

"It seems that the baby 
might need It more at the 
be^nning and then perhaps 
Its body takes over the func¬ 
tion on its own.” Dr. Klags¬ 
brun said. "We know this 
kappens in the case of some 
antibodies.” 

After finding the growth 
factor in human milk, the re- 
aearchers looked fur it in 
other mammals. Dr. Klags¬ 
brun said similar chemicals 
were found in row and sheep 
milk.

Mysterious black and 
blue patches, ease of bniis 
ing, and blood in sputum are 
comnrun symptoms. The 
chief cau.se is a disturbance 
in blood platelet production 
— called thrombocytopenia 
To clot properly, blood must 
have a certaia number of pla 
telets for Iks volume. When 
the piatelet level drops below 
ttaia figure, bleeding occurs 
You nM a Iborouidi Wood 
analysis to detect any plate 
let deficiency. It It usually 
canectible. either with drugs 
or, when required, spleen re 
movil. 

The bleeding can have vari- 
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ous other causes. Certain 
virus of bacterial infections 
may bring It on. In some a 
food allergy can be found. 
Chemical or drug reacHons 
can be Involved. A vitamin C 
or K deficiency can disturb 
the clotting meebanisth in the 
blood and cause purpura 

If the most common cause 
— the blood platelet lack — Is 
ruled out then there may be 
quite a bit uf detective work 
to be done to gel al the villain 
You should see a hematolo 
gist to begin the search.

THE DtONY Is that al¬ 
though Victoria has never 
had a performing dance com¬ 
pany of any substance, the 
city has sent a steady stream 
of dancers to professional 
companies starting when laa 
GlhM packed his bags in the 
3ts for the Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo.

HoW Coi^ngl 
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Yukon' votes Monday 


WHITEHORSE (CP) - 
Politics, as wild and woolly 
as many other segments o( 
Yukon life, ace heading Into a 
new, more sophistlcaled era. 

Yukoners vote Monday to 
elect a legislative conncil— 
some call it a legislative as- 
semMy—that for the first 
time hi territorial history will 
be divided on party lines. 

Presiously, the council hat 
been made up of members 
who may or may not have 
had political leanings, but 
who sat as independents. 
They spoke and voted without 
having to consider party die- 
turns or policies. 

This year, almost all candi¬ 
dates for the council’s It 
seats are running as either 
Liberals, New Democrats or 
Progressive Conservatives. 
The party that elects a ma¬ 
jority svill control the deci¬ 
sions of the council and a 
large portion of the territo¬ 
rial government. 

The Yukon and Its neigh¬ 
boring Nortbsvest Territories 
are governed by Ottawa-ap¬ 
pointed commissioners and 
executive committees work¬ 
ing in conjunction svith the 
elected councils. Each terri¬ 
torial executive committee is 
something akin to a provin¬ 
cial cabinet, setting policies 
and directions for govern¬ 
ment departments. 

Pour elected councillors 
plus the commissioner basic¬ 
ally are the Yukon's execu¬ 
tive committee. But in the 
past the elected executives 
followed their own thinking 
and were not responsible to 
any group in council. 

Says Iain MacKay, the ter¬ 
ritory's first Liberal leader: 

"There was virtually no 
philosophical direction be¬ 
fore. Previously, any impetus 
for new policy came from the 
commissioner and the fed¬ 
eral government."

Egyp¬ 
tian Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak told Israel Radio in 
an interview broadcast Sat¬ 
urday. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, meanwhile, sum¬ 
moned his two top negotia¬ 
tors. acting Forel^ Minister 
Butros Ghali and Prime Min¬ 
ister Mustafa Khalil, to his 
villa outside Cairo to review 
the status of the Washington 
peace talks. 

The Egy ptian-Israeli talks 
have been slowed by a dis¬ 
pute over whether, as Egy pt 
demands, a bilateral treaty 
should be linked to progress 
in determining the political 
future of the Palestlniam liv- 
ing in kraeK-occupied terri¬ 
tories 

Israel has balked at setting 
deadlines for achieving Pa¬ 
lestinian autonomy and 
wants the Egyptian-Israeli 
treaty to stand on its own. 

Mubarak, who was in 
Washington to meet with 
President Carter, said in the 
interview broadcast in Israel 
that if Egypt did not demand 
a specific timetable for set¬ 
ting up Palestinian idminis- 
tratlons in tbe West Bank of 
tbe Jordan River and Gaza 
Strip, “that would mean we 
are looking for a separate 
agreement, which would 
never lead to peace." 

Israel has agreed to open 
negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy one month after 
the signing, but does not want 
to set more deadlines for tbe 
complicated Palestinian 
problem. 

No talks were scheduled in 
Washington over the week¬ 
end while the major Egyptian 
and Israeli negotiators re¬ 
turned home ror consulta¬ 
tions. 

After Sadat's one-hour 
meeting with his aides. Cairo 
officials said tbe Egyptian 
president did not want to 
make any statements on the 
^ negotiations that could be 
misinterpreted by the Israeli 
cabinet, which conducts an 
important meeting today to 
consider proposals by the 
D.S. and Egypt for breaking 
through sticking points in the 
talks. 

Sadit's proposal, commun¬ 
icated to Washington through 
his vice-president, calls for 
the negotiations to focus first 
on Gaza then later consider 
tbe West Bank. 

Cairo sources indicate the 


Egyptians believe the devel¬ 
opment of automomy for the 
Palestinians would be mere 
easily achieved first in the 
Gaza Strip because the Egyp¬ 
tians administered the area 
before the Israelis captured it 
in the 1967 Middle East War. 

Negotiations over the West 
Bank, however, iro consider¬ 
ed to be far more complicat¬ 
ed. since they require the co¬ 
operation of Jordan's King 
Hussein, from whom the Is¬ 
raelis took the area in 1667.

Garden Notes 




GRA&S UNDER HEDGE (M W . Udy 
smith) 

You can get rid of all the couch grasi 
and weeda growing under yuur hedw by 
spraying or watering wltb WcMRite 
weedkiller. This chemical killi ALL 
green growth, weeds and grass alike, 
but is harmless to the mature brown 
bark of trees and shruba. 

WeedRite has another big advantage 
over other vegetation killers for iWs 
particular purpose in that the chemical 
is deactivated or neutralized u soon as 
It comes in contact with soil, hence it 
cannot injure the roots of your hedge, 
nor contaminate the soil. 

This property is so pronounced, la 
fact, that I know of one case where a 
watering can filled with WeedRite so¬ 
lution was mined for weedkilling pur¬ 
poses by stirring it with a muddy 
stick! 

There is a very useful plasdc gadget 
in the garden shops called the WeHRite 
Sprinkle Bar. selling for around tl-2i.

Your mystery shmb Is Euonymus 
europaeus. pronounced yew-O-ne-mus 
yew-o-PAY-us. and commonly known in 


EnglMi-fBoakiiig coantrico aa Iho Sphi- 
dle tree. It is especially valued for its 
brilliant autumn col o ri ng aad Ms bright 
orange-red seeds, and tt likes a well- 
draliMNl sandy loaiR soil and a peeitlua 
in full tun. 

1 should war* you that the Spindle 
tree Is a favorite Trinter resting place 
for the Mack aphids that infeat the tipa 
of broad beans. ■aatarUu*i leaves and 
young cherry shoots. A close eitnitau- 
tion the twigs la December will piwb- 
aWy disclose clusters of aphid ewa. 

Even if you don’t grow broadbeant 
or nasturtiums yotnelf. In all fairaess 
to your neighbors ytm should spray your 
bush in late winter er early spring 
with a miscible ell spray le Uil the 
overwintering eggs. 

One very goodlmray fer this purpeee 
is one-ouarter ctipnil Orthoriz plus ear 
half cupful Voick ail spray per gallen ef 
water. Apply ns a drencblig spray In 
early February.

SEATTLE (AP>-Jurors 
who listened to seven days of 
details about Ihe life and 
death of Sasha, a tomcat, de¬ 
liberated less than twa hours 
Kriday before deriding that 
two city veterinarians were 
not negligent in Ihe cal's 
death. 

The Jury also awarded the 
two veterinarians $171 in a 
rounterclaim for their ser¬ 
vices. 

The cat's owners. Dr. Jan 
Spiegel and his mother, 
I.ouise Spiegel, originally 
asked for $30,000 in damages 
from Dr. William Sudduth 
and Dr. Donald Kent. 

The plaintiffs said the men 
were no4 aware of abcesses in 
the cat's throat, which ham¬ 
pered its breathing, because 
they never checked the 
throat. 

The defence contended that 
the cat suffered from feline 
asthma, and that its prob¬ 
lems might have been inten- 
sKied after inhaling smoke 
when Mrs. Spiegel's mattress 
caught fire several weeks be¬ 
fore Ihe cat died May 14, 
1077. 

There were also indications 
that Sasha suffered from fe¬ 
line leukemia, an incurable 
viral infection, Ihe court was 
told.

Corrections officials admit 
security was inadequate at 
Ihe old house, but say steps 
were taken to clamp down on 
prisoners. 

Grant Spiro, district direc¬ 
tor of Ihe corrections service- 
parole division, says many 
prisoners have Iwnefltted 
from staying al Ihe erncres 
and only a minority tried U> 
heal the system. 

"Some of these guys are 
ingenious," Spiro says. "I'm 
sure that at the new centre 
someone will sneak out either 
by braiding a rope, getting 
suction cups or using a port¬ 
able collapaible ladder . . . 

“Some Inmates are always 
trying to bring in drugs, li¬ 
quor and girts. It's unavoU- 
ablr That some wOl get into 
trouble.. "

Jack Krings, chief test 
pilot for McDonoell 
Douglas Corp., flew the 
plane from St. Louis to 
Springfield, HI., and 
back. The plane was ac¬ 
companied by two chase 
planes, an F-4 Phantom 
and an F-IS Eagle. 

Maximum altitude dur¬ 
ing the flight was 24.000 
feet and top speed was 300 
knots. 

The aircraft is the first 
of It Hornets to be built 
under a Navy contract 
with McDonnell Douglas.

The exile of Obote: 
Waiting out Amiri 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanza 
nia (UPI) — He lives behind 
a barbed-wire fence, spend¬ 
ing most of his time Indoors, 
reading, listening to radio 
news broadcasts or playing 
Scrabble. 

Becau.se of death threats 
from Uganda's President Idl 
Amin, the location of the 
beach house is secret. Tanza¬ 
nian army troops patrol the 
perimeter, and plainclothes- 
men at the front door check 
all arriving guests. 

Despite his reclusive style 
of life. Dr. Milton Obote Is at 
the centre of (he Uganda- 
Tanzania border war. 

Some observers have pre¬ 
dicted the fighting could re¬ 
store the former prime min¬ 
ister and president of Uganda 
to power, and overthrow 
Amin, who led the military 
roup that ousted Obote in 
January, 1971. 

Since the Ugandan coup, 
which occurred while Obote 
was In Singapore, Tanzania's 
President Julius Nyerere has 
granted his old friend gener¬ 
ous terms of exile, treating 
him like a visiting head of 
state. Obote is the nominal 
leader of several thousand 
refugees who have fled 
Amin's genocidal rule. 

Obotc'ssanctuary has been 
a source of constant irritation 
to the Amin government, a 
remloder-whether real or 
Imagined—that there are still 
forces outside the country 
who aspire to oust Amin from 
power. 

Before the current fighting 
between Tanzania and Ugan¬ 
da broke out, Amin charged 
that hit country had been re-

peatedly invaded by Obote's 
followers with the connivance 
of the Tanzanians. 

His fears have not all been 
unfounded. In 1972, an exile 
army of 1,000 soldiers at¬ 
tacked Uganda across the 
same stretch of border which 
Ugandan troops crossed to 
attack Tanzania two weeks 
ago.' 

Although that attack was 
condoged by Tanzania—the 
authorities turned a blind eye 
to the hijacking of an East 
African Airways plane hy the 
exiles—there is no evidence 
the Tanzanians took part In 
what became a disaster of 
bad planning. 

The hijacked plane, which 
was intended to shuttle com¬ 
mando units to seize Kampa¬ 
la's Entebbe Airport, landed 
with Its brakes on during a 


stopover in northern Tanza¬ 
nia and blew out all its tires. 
The invading army ran out of 
fuel, and had to spend (he 
night waiting (or someone to 
open a gasoline service sta¬ 
tion. 

Obote has appeared only 
once in public, and the Tanza¬ 
nian state house must ap¬ 
prove all of his visitors. 

At the height of the fighting 
with Uganda recently, the 
Tanzanians began printing 
articles which spoke nostal¬ 
gically about Obote's govern¬ 
ment in Uganda and mourned 
the passing of the socialist- 
style economic reforms 
which Obote had begun to 
Implement shortly before his 
ouster. 

But the government has 
cautioned journalist.^ to avoid 
interpreting these gestures 
as a sign that the current war 
would be used to restore 
Obote to power. 

For his part. Obote has told 
acquaintances he is prepared 
to return to power in Uganda 
If his leadership Is sought. It 
Is the dream of every exile to 
return home, they quote him 
as saying.

Foreign-run corporations draw consumers* wrath

• The food sector in gen¬ 
eral includes a high propor¬ 
tion of women, which Is part 
of the reason for low wages. 

• Cold and damp condi¬ 
tions in meat packing and ' 
other plants using refrigera¬ 
tion cause respiratory and ar¬ 
thritic complainu. 

• Exposure to harmful 
concentrations of pesticides 
in manufacturing plants and 
fields should be investigat¬ 
ed. 

About 20 presentations 
were heard Saturday at the 
all day hearing. 

Pieta Van Dyke, a Victoria 
resident, told the commis¬ 
sion there was a need for 
more contact between pro¬ 
fessionals in government and 
the local farmers and con¬ 
sumers whom they serve.

Temple settlement at Jones¬ 
town and 240 kilometres 
northwest of Georgetown.

quate remuneration. 

Comparisons of public 
school administrative sa¬ 
laries with those elsewhere in 
the public service indicate 
that more than 100 adminis¬ 
trators are paid more than a 
deputy minister of education 
who has responsibility for all 
public school and post-sec¬ 
ondary education in the prov¬ 
ince. McGeer said. 

"The govenunent isn't 
going to step out of what it 
considers to be the line with 
the taxpayers’ money." 

“We're not going to try to 
duplicate the efforts of the 
federal government, or lead 
the private sector.

The ministry 
plans no major increases In 
salary among its own em¬ 
ployees. and the government 
plans to keep the lid on taxes, 
or perhaps even reduce them, 
be said.

PORT ALBERNI — The Captain Cook Bicen¬ 
tennial Committee has wound up its activities for 
the year after what its chairman termed a highly 
successful season of promoting the Captain Cook 
theme in the Albemi Valley. 

First order of business at the committee’s 
wind-up meeting was to thank the locally ap¬ 
pointed Captain Cook, real estate man John 
Andrews, for his "conscientious representation of 
the committee” at many local and provincial 
ceremonies and events since his appointment last 
March. He was presented with a biography of the 
British naval hero, signed by all members of 
the committee. 


In a report on his year’s activities, Andrews 
noted he haddonned the attire of Cook on some 41 
occasions, travelling all over Vancouver Island 
and to the mainland on several occasions. 

Assuming the role of the good Capatain was 
“great fun,” Andrews said, and he had found that 
people everywhere had accepted the masquerade 
in the spirit In which it was'intended.

Argentina's 
troops move 
near Chileans 


BUENOS AIBES, Argentina (UPI) — Several thousand 
soldiers tUged military manoeuvres near the Chilean fron¬ 
tier Saturday as Argentina continued its emphasis on war 
readinen d^te dlphmiatk moves la its border dispute 
with Chile. 

Negotiations over the Beagle Channel border reached a 
stalemate this month, with Chile calling for modiatlon and 
Argentina accepting mediation only to go with bnateril 
negotiations. 

No mediator has been selected yeL but Argentina sent 
Chile a "work plan” Friday, calling the Chilean ambasaador 
to the Forelgindlnlstry to transmit the plan to Us govem. 
ment. 

An army spokesman announced that 2,500 men, includ¬ 
ing infantry, artillery, engineering and communications 
units simulated attacks on enemy positions in the Andes 
mountains near Mendoza, 085 miles west of Buenos Aires.

King’s abduction foiled 

Rightists held 
in Madrid piot 


MADRID (CP) — The 
army broke up what a high 
military source called an 
armchair plot to overthrow 
the government and had a 
handful of right-wing mili- 
tary men and police under 
arrest Saturday. 

The government said 
“some chiefs and officers of 
the armed forces and police” 
were facing military prosecu¬ 
tion. but did not say they had 
plotted a coup. A Madrid 
newspaper said the plot, un¬ 
covered five days before the 
third anniversary of the 
death ft Gen. Francisco 
Franco, included a plan to 
kidnap the dictator’s succes¬ 
sor, King Juan Carlos. 

The king left on schedule 
Friday for a two-week visit to 
Latia America. 

Military informants said 
the army high command or¬ 
dered armored units scat¬ 
tered around the capital to 
honor no orders except from 
the top. 

Premier Adolfo Suarez met 
with Ihe Joint chiefs of staff 
before tte government an¬ 
nounced the arrests late Fri¬ 
day. Defence Minister Lt. 
Gm. Manuel Gutierrez Mel- 
lado returned to Madrid from 
Cartagena after ordering the 
arrest of a paramilitary civil 
guard general for insulting 
him. 

The civil guard officer. 
Brig. Gen. Juan Atares, ap¬ 
parently was not involv^ in 
any plotting, government 
sources said. They acknow¬ 
ledged his attitude reflected 
growing diisidence in the 
army over the civilian gov¬ 
ernment's handling of terror¬ 
ism and Basque separatism, 
including actions of the ETA 
guerrilla group. 

The plotters included a coi- 
onel. a lieutenant colonel and 
a police captain, the military 
source said. Me said they had 
no active support in the 
ranks. 

The liberal newspaper 
Diario 16 said the plotters ds- 


cussed entering the pre¬ 
mier's Moncloa Palace resi¬ 
dence on Madrid's outskirts 
while he was in session with 
the cibinet and holding 
Suarez and his government 
hostages for unspecified de¬ 
mands. Diario 18 called It a 
desperation plot. 

Meanwhile in San Sebas¬ 
tian, police fired rubber bul¬ 
lets and smoke bombs Satur¬ 
day to disperse 
demonstrators who barrkad- 
'ed streets with buses after a 
memorial service for three 
people killed In a gunbattle 
with j»ramilitary Civil 
Guards. 

Two suspected members of 
the ETA and a woman by- 
slander were shot during the 
gunfight last Wednesday ia 
Mondragon in Ihe Basque 
country.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
NATO's naval forces are 
poorly prepared to meet the 
growing world-wide threat of 
Ihe Soviet Unioa's navy, and 
should be refitted with more, 
smaller, less costly ships, the 
Atlantic Council reported 
Saturday. 

“We recommend that 
Western nations avoid Ihe 
tendency to base their navies 
primarily on a small munter 
of expensive vessels subject 
to damage or lost, such as 
(aircraft) supercarriers and 
cruisers,” the council said in 
a rcpoTl 

It said the Soviet aavy wea 
bulJdiBg toward a modern 
fleet ef 771 ships that could 
threaten NATO in a nuclear 
war, a gancral aoo-auclear 
war and a limited conflict 
iavolvlng Third World coun¬ 
tries su^ying oil and other 
needed maleriels. 


The council is a private 
group which advocates closer 
ties tetweeo the UJS. aad its 
allies, and Is made up of 
many former defence and 
state department officlab. 

Leonard Sullivan, former 
essIsUDt'defence secretary 
for weapons analysis, dlract- 
ed the study on NATO’s 
navies.

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Small Is Beautiful 




Cordon Beiitham, 
who lives on a cul-de- 
sac in Victoria, has a 
very unusual hobby 
with a horticultural 
basis yet he claims 
that he is not, in point 
of fact, a gardener. 

"You ran call me a collector," 
he says with a friendly grin. 

And what does he collect? The 
answer is that he collects dwarf and 
slow-growing conifers I—not bonsai, 
which are produced artificially by 
an ancient Japanese art — but 
plants whose growth has drastically 
slowed down, so that in five, or 
six years they, may be three inches 
or less in height. 

BY THE TI.ME they have 
reached the age of 20 they may still 
be less than seven inches hi(^. An 
example of this js the pygmy deo¬ 
dar obtained when only two inches 
high, which makes an annual 
growth of approximately half an 
inch. Another example Is the Picea 
glauea Pixie, a beautiful plant, 10 
years old and less than a foot high. 

"But what causes the slowing 
down of growth that results in the 
production of these dwarf trees?" 1 
enquired. "Are they ail produeed by 
Nature or does man have a hand in 
the process in some cases?” 

“All of them are prodnced by 
natural causes,” was his reply, “In 
fact, if you have done any mountain 
climbing you have probably seen 
many miniature trees without rea- 
lirimg it. As you know, the seasons 
are very late in the mountains, due 
to the lower temperktures. so you 
may be climbing Mount Rainier or 
Hurricane Ridge, for example, in' 
July, and discover that such spring¬ 
blooming plants' as Easter lilies, 
campanulas and violets are break¬ 
ing out into new leaf. Many of tbe 
conifers are extremely small 
though they may be several years 
.Id. 


“OTHER DWARFS," he went 
on, “arc formed by natural muta¬ 
tions rather than by environmental 
changes. Another cause for the re¬ 
tardation that produces dwarfs Is a 
peculiar growth known as witch's 
broom that sometimes forms on the 
branch of a conifer. When a nur¬ 
seryman spots this unnatural 
growth he'ruts it off and grafts it on 
to the healthy rootstock of another 
conifer of the same kind. This was 
done With a witch's broom on a 
.Scotch pine in Beacon Hill park, 
resulting in one of the finest dwarf 
forms originating in Victoria, Pinus 
.sylvcstrus Beacon Hill.” 

“But how do you obtain your 
■pecimehs?” I inquired. "Do you 
actually make periodic excursions 
into the mountains or other places 
where they may be found growing 
wild?” 

"Not exactly," was the reply. 
"But of course I keep my eyes open 
for dwarf plants wherever they 
may be. Most of the items in my 
collection, however, have been ob¬ 
tained by purchase, or by trading 
with ether growers, not only in Vic¬ 
toria. but anywhere In Canada, the 
United States or England.” 

When asked how he happened to 
acquire his interest in dwarf con- 
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ifers Gordon told me his original 
hubby was gardening, particularly 
the growing of chrysanthemums. 
. for which he won many prires. 

During that period he became a 
chrysanthemum judge. For this he 
had to qualify by taking a written 
; exam in England. He is still in 
demand as a judge, but is with¬ 
drawing shortly to spend more lime 
on his fascinating collection. 

IN HI.S GARDENING days he 
,L had many dealings with the old 


established firm of Goddard’s, 
whole.sale nurserymen in Victoria, 
he became friendly with Bill God¬ 
dard who was probably, more re¬ 
sponsible than anyone for sparking 
Gordon's interest in the dwarfs. 

Then he told me how a very 
handsome golden form of the deo¬ 
dar, the true cedar of the Himap 
layas, was originated. It was dis¬ 
covered by Allan Goddard among 
the nursery slock of another nur¬ 
seryman who was about to throw it 
out. believing it had died. (The 
reason he had not realized what it 
was? — he was colorblind!) 

Klondyke. as it is hpown today, 
is an example of seed mutation, not 


a true dwarf, but still considerably 
smaller than the common variety, 
all gpiden and yellow ones being 
slow in growth. It is now IS years 
old and about 10 feel high, whereas 
the normal d(*ndars commonly 
grow to a height of ISO feel 

ANOTHER EXAMPLE of this is 
the Sitka spruce, of which there are 
two very fine specimens in the 
Bentham collecion. In this case 
also, the growth is considerably 
slower than average since the origi 


nai shrubs found in the wilds <if 
Vancouver Island are 30 to M) years 
old and only 24 to 30 inches high. 

Among the other interesting 
plants in his collection is a form of 
Pinus cembra. a seed mutation, 
found hi Goddard's nursery and 
calied Blue Mound. 

One of the rarest specimens is 
the Fokiena hodgfnsii. which grows 
only in the Fokien province of 
China. 

The wood of -Taiwania. another 
specimen, which Gordon brought 
back from England last year 
caught m.v-eye. It is used for mak¬ 
ing coffins in China. 

Another striking plant was very 


small and trailing, with orange 
cones that turn a brighter shade in 
the fall. Its name Is Microcachrvs 
Telragona and it comes from Tas¬ 
mania. 

Cryplomeria elegans is another 
plant that changes color in w inter, 
w hen it turns to a beautiful shade of 
plum Like the golden dwarfs it 
really lights up the landscape. 

Those mentioned above are Just 
a few of the cultivers in the collec¬ 
tion. 

MANY OF THEM have been 
developed right here in the city. 

"Victoria has probably more 
originations than any city of its size 
in the world.” says Gordon, a native 
sun. "Not because of its climatic 
conditions, but because we are for¬ 
tunate in having three nurserymen 
here who are keenly interest^ in 
dwarf conifers and have the ability 
to recognize mutations and varia¬ 
tions in growth.” 

These men are BiH Goddard 
(now deceased), who founded the 
well-known wholesale nursery firm 
about IS .vears ago' his son, Allan; 
and Ed. Lohbrunner. the generous 
donor of the lovely rhododendrons 
which adorn the gardens of the 
University of Victoria. He discover¬ 
ed a dwarf Douglas fir. which, at 20 
y'lars of age, is less than eight 
inches high, probably one of the 
smallest forms in the world. It is 
named P.seudo-t.suga menziesii 
alter Menzies (the botani.st who 
come with Captain Cook) and Loh 
brunner himself. 

Apart from the gulden deodar 
mentioned prevjoDsly there are at 
least eight other forms of the 
Cedrus deodar originating at God¬ 
dard's. Some of these have fascina¬ 
ting common names by which the 
layman identifies them, speh as — 
Cream Puff, Silver Mist, Gold Cone. 
Snow Sprite and White Imp. Alto¬ 
gether there are at least 30 Victoria 
originations, some of which are 
known all over North America and 
Europe. 

THE HIGH POINT of Gordon's 
trip to England in 1974 was his'visit 
to H. J. Welch, one of the world's 
most famous collectors, who is the 
author of Dwarf Conifere, fhe Bible 
of collectors. 

"When I Introduced myself.” he 
relates, “Mr. Welch inquired where 
I came from. On hearing it was 
Victoria he put his arm around my 
shoulders and drew me into his 
office. 

"Ah! that's where Abies lasio- 
carpa "DU Flon” came from!” he 
exclaimed. "Would it be possible 
If exchange cullivars with you?" 

I assured him that it would 
and. after viewing what is prob¬ 
ably the most extensive collection 
in the world, we parted on that note. 
It was the beginning of an exchange 
that has carried on ever since, to 
our mutual satisfaction.” 

"HAVE YOU ANY favorites 
among your large collection?” I 
asked. 

“Well, that's a little hard to 
answer because each of them has 
its own appeal,” was Gordon's 
reply. "Speaking as a collector, the 
most attractive one is always my 
next acquisition, but I would sav 
that Tsuga canadensis (Eastern 
Hemlock) which has given us nu 
nierous dwarf forms is high on the 
list.” 

When the interview was over 
Gordon left me with a renewed 
appreciation of the small and bi'aii 
tiful things of the world, to which he 
has made a notable contribution.

Thiii, the bicentennial 
year that commemorates 
(Captain James Cook’s voyage 
of discovery to this coast and, 
in the course of celebrations, 
we saw some sailing "tall 
ships” visit this coast generat¬ 
ing a nautical atmosphere in 
the province, especially in 
Victoria and on Vancouver 
Island. 

Naulically orlcnli-d Vicluria with a historic 
heritage of the sea. ships and seamen was the 
home port of many sailing vessels from square 
rigger and lumber schooner to sealing schiHiners 
but. reflecting back upon this marine tapestry, 
one finds outstanding the lone voyage of Captain 
J. C. Voss in his British Columbia Indian dugout 
caniH-. Tilikum. — an amazing voyage that took 
Captain Voss from his adopted home port of 
Victoria to Fngland. 

rOD.AY. SIN(a.K-HA.NDKD<Kean passages 
in modem well found yachts, with sophisticated 
electronic navigation and communicalinn equip¬ 
ment. are fairly cnmmim. but when Captain Voss 
undertook his voyage such was not the case. 

The famed native dugout canoe of this coast 
ranged far and wide from Washington State to 
the (jueen Charlotte Islands and Alaska, well 
manned by sea wise natives on their ancestral 
waters. 

(ierman born Captain \'oss was residing in 
\ icloria when, in 1901. he acquired Ihe dugout 
( anoc that was built about the year IfcVC 

He set about building a simple cabdi in the 
unique 37-foot vessel and fitted three masts, so in 
a sense the canoe became a three masted schoo 
Her with a jibsail fit.-ward and fore and and alt 
sails on the three stubby masts. — she lerlainly 
was not a "tall ship ' 

\OSS N.XMFI) his canoe Tilikum which in 
Ihe o.iiive longue me.nns ' Kriend" and. in 1901. 


he sailed from Victoria and set course south- 
westward across the Pacific Ocean, bound for 
Australia. 

The vessel served well at .sea under Ihe 
skilled seamanship of her captain and. after 
calls at various South Sea islands, arrived safely 
in Australia where Captain Voss cruised the 
coast and also visited New Zealand, 
s Eventually Tilikum passed through Ihe 
islands north of Australia and into the Indian 
Ocean. Successfully crossing the Indian Ocean. 
Ihe next visit was to the coast of South Africa 
before rounding the Cape of Good Hope into the 
south Atlantic and them commenced the passage 
northward to England where the vessel arrived 
at I.ondon in IMI after a voyage of 10.000 
miles. 



VU.SS and his strange craft from British 
Columbia receive<l Ihe acclaim and admiration 
of Britain and. indeed, the world but. as is 
usually Ihe case, the Captain and Tilikum drifted 
into obscurity and in the mid-1920s the canoe lay 
noting on a Thames River mud flat. 

THE LOCATION and state of Tilikum was 
eventually brought to Ihe attention of the 
Victoria and V'ancouver Island Publicity Bureau 
and plans were made by that body to return her 
to her home port. Victoria, and restore her. 

.She was brought to Victoria through Ihe 
generosity of a British shipping company, the 
Fumess-Withy Line, who shipp^ Tilikum out 
on one of their freiy^ters. Plans to refurbish Ihe 
canoe fell through and. once again, she lay 
forhim and negleeted until the Thermopylae 
dub tiMik an Interest in her. , 

THE Tlli;RMOPYljkE CLl B. named after 
the famous elipper ship. Is comprised of former 
mariners, serving mariners and all persons with 
a love for ships and Ihe sea. The club, recently 
described in an Islander article by Ursula Jupp. 
is d< v..ied to Ihe lore of Ihe sea. marine history 
— espi-eially of British Columbia — and to Ihe 
collection and preservation of marine artifacts 

Funds were raised for Ihe restoration of 
'niikiim and Captain Victor Jacobsen, a retired 


master of sealing schooners, was emplo.ved to, 
carry out the work aid make the eanoe. as 
nearly as possible, as she was whea Captain 
Voss made his historic voyage. 

Jacobsen, w ho had been a shipwright In his 
early years, performed his task well and the 
refitted Tilikum was placed In Thunderbird 
Park, close to the Inner Harbor of Victoria. 

•She remained in that location for nfSny 
.vears. an attraction for vistors and tourisLs but. 
being outdoors, the ravages of weather once 
more told upon her 

WITH THE PASSAGE of time and the devel 
opnieit of Victoria the Maritime Museum of 
British Clumbia came In, to being and today is 
sttuated in Ihe stately old building in Bastion 
Square that was Ihe court house wim Ihe prov¬ 
ince was but a rolony. 

Today. Tilikum is once again, refitted and 
rests safe and secure in the main rotunda of Ihe 
museum. No longer subject to deterioralioo due 
to weather she is at last snug in her home port 
and perpetuates the remarkable voyage upon 
which Captain Voss and she sailed 77 years 
ago. 

AN* INTERESTING sidell^l upon the epic 
voyage of Tilikum was mentioned some years 
ago by the late Captain C. Sainty of Victoria who. 
in IMt, commanded a freighter on the Atlantic. 
Captain .Sainty as master of a vessel named Port 
.Sanachan when the Tilikum was encountered in 
the north Atlantic on the final stage of her long 
voyage. Port .Sanachan was hove-to and Captain 
Voss boarded her to enjoy a meal and a bath, but 
mainly to check his position. Titfkum's longitude 
was 90 miles in error but not surprising when one 
considers that Voss' chronometer was a cheap 
packet watch! 

This year British Columbia's marine history 
of voyages of discovery and adventure under s^il 
is the theme that attracted tourists from afar to 
Ihe province and particularly Victoria, in Ihe 
course of visiting no doubt these tourists, as well 
as British Columbians and even Victorians who 
had never visited Ihe Maritime Museum, v iewed 
Ihe Tilikum at her final and fitting resting place 
and marveled at the intrepid voyage of Captain 
J. C Voss and his Tilikum. Ihe canoe lha! was 
indeed his "friend "

('■ Despite the Dutch sound 
of the name Vantreight and 
the fact that it is so often, 
heard in connection with daf¬ 
fodils and tulips, flowers of 
the Netherlands, it was from 
Ireland that John Vantreight 
and his wife and family emi¬ 
grated in the early 1880 s. 

Pint VanlreiKht home in Gordon Head wa> 
on Vt acres lying along the remote northea.st 
coast of this "then heavily-wooded district. The 
ny)ve to the land on Tyndall Avenue, aow centre 
of Vantreight Farms operations, was made in 
the early years of this century by John's eldest 
son. Geoffrey, father of the present Geoffrey 
Vantreight. and great-grandfather of Ian and 
Michael, the two young men behind the "and 
Sons" -in the farm signs "Vantreight and 
Sons.” 

IT W.AS THE DEATH of John and Florence 
Vantreighl's first child in an epidemic in Dublin 
■ hat caused the young couple to move, with their 
two remaining children, little EJIy and Geoffrey, 
to find fresh and healthy air in the New World, 
and so to lay the foundations for the family that 
has made so notable a conttibution to Gordon 
Head life. ' 

Whether, when the John Vangtreights left 
Ireland, theirgoal was the USA or Canada is not 
clear now. While it was in New York they landed 
and from there travelled by tram to San Francis¬ 
co. there was then no Canadian transcontinental 
line by which they could have reached Canada's 
west coast. 

.Sail Francisco, however, was attractive 
enough to cau.se them to linger there for two 
years (peiSiaps also delayed by the birth of a 


third child). And when, in lt«l. they decided to 
move north, the young couple seems to have had 
some doubts as to what that wilderness offered 
and before leaving the city made arrangements 
for shipments of groceries for some time to 
come. 

' How. once in Victoria, they discovered their 
home-(o-be — the 84 acres lying along the coast 
on the north side of Ferndale Road (from oppo 
site today's Pomona Way to about Paul’s 'Ter¬ 
race — we do not know. 

URIGINAIXY, these acres had formed a 
part of John Work's close to 300 acres of I8S9. 
Ijter Roderick FInlayson. husband to one of 
Work's daughters, held this Ot-acre section, and

One suspects that it was the impenetrability 
of the forest, added to the beauty of the views 
from its coastline, that attracted this artistic 
Irishman with the desire for seclusion and for a 
healthy air for his children. 

Probably the deciding factor was that on Ihe 
bank above Ihe beach at the southern edge of Ihe 
property (Ihe beach now reached by Ihe public 
steps below Paul's Terrace ) was a little storey- 
and-a-half house that would provide at least a 
temporary home for wife and family. 

Whether this had been built by Finlayson or 
by .Miller, the wood for it must most certainly 
have come in by sea ... as did that of the house 
Vantreight built Ihe next year, brought by bar- 
kentine fn>m Chemainus and landed on Ihe north 
i-dgeof their land. 


built in Ihe shelter of a rocky b'uff that would 
give shelter from southwest winds, Gordon Head 
House. For 20 years it was Ihe family home and 
birthplace for Ihe first generation of native-born 
Vantreights. Here five more babies came to join 
Ihe other three. Of the eight, although one was to 
die in early manhood, all but one of the others 
were to live to 80 or well be.vond. 

This was a striking family in which the men 
grew tall and the girls carri^ on the winsome 
beauty of their mother. Witness of this, may be 
seen at Ihe Victoria Art Gallery where there is a 
large painting by .Sophie Pemberton of two 
graceful young women seated before an open 
fire. The figure on the left is Ethel, of one of Ihi 
daughters of John and Florence Vantreight 

Fortunately for tis today. Ihe eldest of Ihe 
family. Eily, possessed a fabulous memory and 
even at near to 90 could recall in detail scenes KO 
years in the past. Never to be forgotten by this 
writer, with whom she so generously shared her 
memories, Ls the poignant sound of the pioneer's 
voice as she spoke of those days when clearings 
in Ihe bush were few and far apart . ,. "but. oh. 
how lonely it was!" 

ONCE CLEARED. Ihe land yielded abun 
dani crops and slowly more settlers came to 
Gordon Head. 

New roads were needed and it was John 
Vantreight. a civil engineer by profession, who 
could best formulate the district's needs. 

In 1886 he carried to the legislative buildings 
the paper that petitioned successfully for the 
creation of the mad now Ferndale. the name 
chosen by the Irishman. 

Gratitude for this road must also be giten to 
James Houlihan. Senior, since all that part of 
Ferndale from Ihe fool of Gordon Head Road hill 
to Grandview runs over land given by this other 
Iri.sh pioneer of the IHHOs. 

In 1887 Vantreight was off-again on another 
seven mile walk lu the legislature with another 
petition, this lime for a school. But this was not 
so quickly complied with and for Ihe next four 
.vears the eldest Vantreight children had to w alk, 
when they could, either to Ihe old Cedar Hill 
School, on the hill west of St. Luke's Church, or to 
Ihe Cadboro Ray School, the little building that 
stood originally near the corner of Lansdowne 
and Cadboro Bay Roads, by then moved to near 
Ihe present north Uplands gates. 

Roth schools were a dangerous distance 
away, especially on dark winter days in those 
limes when the cougar was still common in the 
all prevailing woods. One morning Ihe Van 
IreighLs found a calf killed during Ihe night 
within 21 ) feet of their front door 

IT \\.\S .STILl. a frontier life in earl.t Van 
Ireighl days in Gordon Head and Indians were 
frequent visitors. Eily remembiTed Ihe hand 
some great caniH-s "with red paint on their 
botes" that drew up on the bc'ach to Ihe north, 
and how Ihe Indians used to come up to draw

annual $500!) of the rector. A small figure, but 
translate it into today's values ^nd realize that 
such a responsibility, undertaken by a man with 
several small children to support, would only 
have been accepted by one with a strong sense of 
duty to his community and to his church. 

Sadly, this cultur^ man was to die in 1896. 
long before his time, and most of the family 
income was to die with him.

At the old home there remained only the 
family cow contentedly munching the grass 
under the trees w ithin the orchard fence. Twice a 
day for years young Edgar bicycled down from 
Tyndall with the milk bucket. The long-ago-^ 
planted, old-fashioned rose, with its delicate pink' 
flower strayed as It willed over fence and 
tiees. 

In 1911 Geoffrey married, in 1915 Sydney — 
the former's bride fatrhaired. sweet-faced 
Maude, to a cottage built for them, today 4417 
grant. Jean MacEachem of the cloudy black hair 
and soft Scottish voice. 

. - THE MARRIAGES meant a change in resi¬ 
dence for all three brothers — Geoffrey and 
Maude to a cottage built for them, today 4417 
Tyndall Avenue. 'This house has for many dec¬ 
ades been occupied by the family of Harvey 
Smith, the man who has filled many roles on the 
Vanireight farm and whose son. Alan, is now 
valued as No. I man in the operation of the farm 
itself. His brother. Jack, also bears leading 
responsibilities. 

.Sydney and Jean lived first in a house on the 
road now named Torquay but then Pollock. In 
1921 they moved to virgin land of their own on 
Wesley Road, Cordova Bay. Claremont Schmil 
stands on land once belonging to the Sydney 
Vantreights. They lived on Pollock for more than 
.‘>11 years and brougl'l tip their three sons and 
daughter.

any tangible results . . . unless they bo in the big 
box of Edgar's papers that Jean, the wife of the 
Geoffrey Vantreight of today, hopes one day 
to find time to dig into! 

While Edgar dreamed and Sydney worked, 
sometimes as carpenter, sometimes farmer, 
Geoffrey coniinued to clear and eullivate more 
and more of the rich land at the top of Tyndall 
hill. So abundant were his crops of fruit — 
raspberries, logans, gooseberries, but especially 
strawberries — that soon there latched on to the 
deep-voiced Irishman the same, Slrawben;y 
King. 

I'NFOR^njNATELY, by the time Geoffrey 
married, the output of fruit from his and' other 
Gordon Head fields had outgrown the market 
needs of Victoria and Vancouver and prices were 
cruelly low. Out of necessity — and with the help 
and leadership of another benefactor of Gordon 
Head, Tom Walker — the Gordon Head Fruit- 
Growers' Association was formed. 

With most (later all) growers Joining in this, 
it was possible to ship fruit by carload lots to t)ie 
prairies and so relieve pressure on local mar¬ 
kets. Results from the so-huiriedly achieved 
communal marketing were miraculous and the 
next few years were prosperous ones for straw¬ 
berry growers. 

^ hurriedly had this all come about that (or 
the first year the big Vantreight bam under Uh- 
trees (the bam that went up in so spectacular a 
fire only last year) had to be pressed into service 
lu prov ide a large and cool place for growers to 
deliver each day's pick, and a place where the 
association's business manager could check 
fruit received against orders to go out. After one 
tear the association h':tit its own dcpiH at the 
■ruer 'f Tvnda!' iii'‘^''O J'Jan. 


THESE WERE prosperous years for the 
strawberry industry, but Geoffrey Vantreight. 
for all the image he favored to the end of his 
days of slow, old strawehewing farmer, 'was a 
wide-awake man. 

Tile same brain that had noteS in (he late 
1890s t)ie profitability of the fruit that W. C 
Grant (The Islander, May 28, 1967) was sending 
to market, in 1915 was also alert to mmors ot 
another crop that was bringing in phenomenal 
returns — the daffodils that over-the-back-fence 
neighbor, W. T. Edwards (Islander, July 3, I960) 
had begun shipping to the Prairies. 

Som he was at his neighbor's door anu 
somehow the Irishman persuaded the man, re¬ 
cently come from the daffodil-growing Scilly 
Isles, to part with some of the precious bulbs. In 
Edwards' annals this is remembered as half a 
sack, in Vantreight as two or three sacks, but in 
any case it was a quantity less than infhutesmal 
by any Vantreight Farms yardstick of today. 

TODAY MILLIONS of Vantreight daffodils 
are shipped to all parts of Cahgda and even to 
markets across the Border. ITie daffodil has 
become almost a symbol, used nation-wide, to 
publicize Victoria's (in fart, the Pacific Coast's) 
mild winters and early springs. 

Still, for many years strawberries continued 
to be the mainstay of Vantreight and other 
Gordon Head farmers. 

In 1920. with a third generation of Van- 
Treights beginning to arrive, and possibly en¬ 
couraged too by post-First World War inquiries 
for land, the sons and daughters of John Van¬ 
treight decided to divide up the original Van¬ 
ireight property on Femdale. J. H. Grey was 
engaged to ytrvey it and made the discovery, 
happy for the owners, that it was 103 acres they 
owned rather than the 84 of the survey made 
when thick forest must have made such precis¬ 
ion impossible 

Tlw surveyor of 1921 bad his own difficulties. 
While the cutting off in-one block of the whole 30 
acres east of today’s Vantreight Drive and Leyns 
Road (for which land, 1 believe, there was a 
buyer wailing) was a simple matter, the dividing 
of the remaining 73 among the seven adult 
children of John and Florence ((Jerald having 
died in 1913) was another thing altogether. 

THE SURVEYOR was directed to divide this 
part first into segments — One segment having a 
sandy waterfront, another a waterfront with low 
rocky edge, another high-clifM; one facing on 
Fernidale, another on the projected VantreighI 
Drive. This done, each segment was to be divid¬ 
ed again into seven pieces, most lot-size, a few 
acreage. Of all this property, but one unit has 
remained ever since in Vantreight hands. 

a All this must have involved considerable 
consultatioa between clients and surveyor, and 
endless mathematics for the latter's staff. But 
one admires the ingenuity of the plan so scrupu¬ 
lously fair in (he division el an inheritance 
among a family of seven. 

The figure “7" seems a favorite one with the 
Vantreight family and for 57 years — from 1912 
to the adopting of the present mixed letter and 
number licence plates, it was borne by a success¬ 
ion of Vantreight cars.

\» a change from the 
swishing tempo of Highway 1, 
the original up>Island road is . 
a worthy alternative. One sec¬ 
tion of it begins at the cutoff 
south of Duncan, follows the 
coast and rejoins the Trans- 
Canada near Ladysmith. 

The first couple of miles cross the pastoral 
landscapes where fanning was born on Vancou¬ 
ver island more than a centurj- ago. Then it's 
Cowichan Bay’s fishing under the image of 
Trouhalem.

Wild roses alonK the road>ide fill the air with 
perfume on the way to Croflon. South of the 
community and miles via a narrow lane-cum* 
path off blacktop. Maple Mountain park's 1,125 
acres include a UTTO-foot-high lookout. The view 
on a clear day is superb. F'errles connect Crofton 
with Salt Spring Island. 

ORIGINAL FORESTS have t)een preserved 
at Askew, a small municipal park on the out¬ 
skirts of Chemahias. Millions of years have gone 
into laying a carpet nc^arly two feet thick in 
places. Huge trees reach into the sky while 
beneath them, destined for only a puny lifespan, 
little .saplings never feel the sunlight. There's a 
deep, unguessabie silence in the cathedral-like 
precincts. 

As well as another local park. Chemainus 
has a golf course beside KulU^r I.^ke. Water from 
the lake helps to meet the niH>ds of the area's 
pulp mill.

We. today are a pampered lot and I hope* we 
are properly Vhankful for the convenience prod¬ 
ucts available to us today. V\1ien it’s time to do 
our Christmas bakini; we simply make a list of 
the injsredients required for the recipes of our 
choice and bu.\ them packaged and already to 
measured out. Now baking is fun. 

After buyin;; the fruit for my own cake (the 
price has almost doubled since last year) I 
decided to jtive you first an economy cake and 
what better cake than our old friend, what we 
called HOH cake. This recipe ha.s been the mo.st 
popular recipe ever published in this column in 
the 23 years I have been wrilin){ Thoui?h( For 
Food. 

As many of my readers know this cake 
ori^nated as a summer-time cake designed to 
m(^ the emergency of unexpected company, 
spur of the moment picnic etc. I called it Have 
On Hand Cake, or as most readers know it today 
HOH cake. It is large and moist and even now 
fairly inexpensiv'e (compared to traditional rich 
cakes). 

Because the readers liked it so well, we later 
made a .second vemon, adding nuts and more 
fruit and used it for a Christmas cake. Today I 
will give you both versions ~ the original and the 
basic cake with extra fruit added. If I didn't give 
you this recipe each year I would be deluged on 
the phone for the recipe. It is also for new 


readers and brides who have ne\er made a 
Christmas cake. 

TWO VERSION CHRISTMAS CAKE . . 
first the original basic recipe. One cup soft 
margarine, one cup white sugar, one cup 
brown sugar lightly packed, three eggs, 
three cups seedless raisins soaked overnight 
in one-half cup sherry, one-half cup fine 
cocoanut soak^ overnight in one-half cup 
milk, one tsp. each vanilla and almond 
extract, one cup mixed glace fruit, one-half 
cup EACH red and green glare cherries 
left whole, two rings green, glace pineapple, 
one cop citron peel slivered fine, two tsp. 
baking powder, one-half tsp. salt and three 
cups sifted all purpose flour. Eor a little 
extra flavor you couM add grated rind of one 
lemon and one orange and two tbsp. any 
liqueur. 

The flavor of this cake is really g(MKl and one 
of the nice things about it. although it keeps well 
it could be cut in a day or two. 

Hen* an* the directions for mixing it. . heat 
(he sherry and pour over the raisins let stand 
stirring occasionail.w until all (he liquid is ab¬ 
sorbed. Soak (he coioanut at the same time 
Pn‘pare all the fruit and place in a large bowl. 
Add raisins and mix ctK’oanut well. Let stand 
o\emigh(. 

In the morning add one cup of (he measun^d 
flour to (he fruit and toss well with a f<trk so 
(bat all the fruit is coated. Now cream the 
margarine and sugars until light and fluffy. 
Add the eggs one at a time, beating after each 
addition. 

Resift (he remaining flour with the baking

If it comes out clean, 
it is done The shape of the cake pan makes a 
difference in baking time as a large round or 
square pan takes longer then loaf cakes. 

Sometimes 1 make small cakes for gifts in 
vegetable or fruit tins. Cuf a piece of round 
foil to fit bottoms of small tins so the cakes will 
come out easier. 

.^.\n NOW for (he richer version for our (wo 
version cake. For this I Just add nuts and 
more frui( (o (he bask* recipe. The batter 
and (he me(bod of mixing is exactly (be 
same ... to the basic recipe add two more 
cups mixed glace fruit (use (he deluxe pack¬ 
age as it has no peel in it), another w hole cup 
rtsd cherries, plus (wo more green pineapple 
rings (cut in chunks) and one-half to one cup 
blanched and split almonds. 

Rake same as original cake. Both cakes are 
honey-colored and moist. 

A real light cake is vcr\' popular, here is a 
White Fruit Cake which came from the B.C. 
il>dro Cu. some years ago. I have always had 
giMKi success with it.' 


BRIDE’S CORNER 

Christmas Cakes ... 

• Don’t keep opening the oven door when baking your cake. Don't open it at all until 
at lea.st half way through the baking. «. 

Do not wrap cakes for storing until they are p«*rfeetly cold, better left over¬ 
night. Wrap tightly in aluminum foil or a heavy plastic bag with thearr excluded and 
the end tied tightly. Cakes may be wrappt'd in heavy brown paper and stored in a 
crock or a tin with a tight lid. • 

Rich, very moist cakes should hi' checked periodically during storage. If too 
moist let stand unwrapped at room temperature until outside is dry again. Then re¬ 
wrap. If too dry . . . prick with a knitting needle and mgisten will rum, brandy or 
sherry. Let dry then re-wrap again. You may freeze cakes for lengthy storage but not 
until they have mellowed for several weeks first. 


WHITK FRUIT C'AKF ... one pound bulirr 
softened, two cups white spgar, six eggs, two 
pounds bteached sultanas, one pound red 
and green glare cherries (whole), one-half 
pound citron peel slivered, five rings colored 
pineapple rings cut in chunks, one cup al- 
moMs Manched and quartered, six cups 
sifted pastry (lour, two tsp. haking powder, 
one-half Lsp. salt, one-half cup orange Juke, 
one. tsp vanilla and one-half tsp. almond 
extract.

Cream the hulter and 
sugar until light and fluffy, add eggs one at a 
time heating well between each addition. Pre- 
fruit and add ung cup of flour to coat fruit well. 
(Toss with a fork to coat). 


Add remainder of flour mixed with bak¬ 
ing powder and salt. Combine creamed mix¬ 
ture. orange juke and flavorings. 

Combine with fruit and flour. Fill pre¬ 
pared pans. Press batter down in comers 
and even off lops. Bake large cake about 
Iwo-and'hair to twg and three-quarters hour 
in preheated 300 degrees F. For medium cake . 
two to (wo-and-a-guarter hours and one-and- 
(hree-quarters to two hours for small cake. 
Regardless of lime specified . . . always test for 
donenevs. Always remove cakes from oven when 
done and place on wire racks to cool, before 
n-nioving from pans. 

If you wish lo substitute or vary the kind 
of fruit or nuts in a fruit rake recipe it will be 
satisfactory provided you maintain the same 
quantity.

Holiday Magic With Flowers 


There are those among us 
who know hy instinet just kow 
to arrange a howl of flowers. 
Then thePe are those who, 
given a huneh of blooms, 
quickly pushes the gift into a 
Jug of water and hopes for the 
best so far as appearance 
goes. 

Then again, there are those who love flowers, 
and also love to have them in the .house, but 
though they spend much time and irally know 
what it is they want to arhitvc, yet somelxiw 
they never quite manage to attain the perfec 
tion they had hoped for. 

FOR TJIESF PFOPCE the answer is. of 
course, to join up with the Victoria F'lowcr Ar¬ 
rangers’ Guild, which has just held its fifth 
Chhstmas show, which goes by the title of Holi¬ 
day Magic. 

Flower arranging is probably as old as time 
itself — or at least since there have been 
flowers and people on earth. Thus, since there is 
every indication that out far-off ancestors were 
no different to us in their love of the beautiful, 
it is reasonable to assume that they too liked to 
have flowers in their homes. Also, flowers 
have always played an important part in cele¬ 
brations. feasts and religious festivals. 

Some flowers, of course, go with spe-cial 
occasions or places. At one time, the lily 
was a great favorite in wedding bouquets since it 
was a sign of purity, while to think of Japan was 
to think of ,chrysanthimums. Certain flowe-rs 
also have their p'acc in purely local festivals. 
Thus in Cornwall. England, when the F'urry 
Dances are held h Hclst.in on May X each year, 
every single pi rs-ai wears lilies-of-lhe-valley. till 
the icry air about >nc is tilled with their delicate 
scent. 

Sundav. ember IS. IS7S 
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I jlics-of-lhe-VaHcy are said to denote uncun 
scioqs sweetne.ss, and I have to admit that I don't 
know the symbolism behind their ase at this 
old festival which has been going strong in 
England for the past eight hundred years nr 
more. But that there has always ben-n a strong 
symbolism in flowers is without doubt. 

I.N CERTAIN PARTS OK ENGIaANO, it is 
considered extremely unlucky to bring snow 
'drops into the house, and to give lhc.se flowers to 
a person who is ill is, or was. almost tantamount 
to indulging in a death wish. The hawthorn Iihi 
is considered a very' unlucky flower to lake into a 
house. But this, of course, is linktHl with the 
belief that it was from the haw thorn that Christ's 
crown of thorns was made. 

Many flowers have much happier meanings 
than these. In the long ago days the an¬ 
cient Greeks and Romans attached sue-h signifi 
cant meaning to certain flowers that there arose 
what could only be called a flower language. 
Later,' during the Middle Ages the people of 
European countries, and indeed of many other 
lands, all seem to have developed this language 
of flowers as a vehicle for expressing feelings 
and emotions. 

Yet. just as in England, the connotation of 
certain floyvers varies from place to place, so in 
the olden limes no doubt flowers given to a maid 
of Persia would not have the .same significance 
at they would if given to an Egyptian girl 

EVEN TODAY, a number of flowers still 
stand for certain emotions. Thus, the gift of a 
single red rose tells of pure love, while Ihe Illy 
still betokens purity. Then again, how many 
times has one hoard Ihe expression — modest as 
a violet? Forget-me-nots and rosemary both 
stand for remembrance; pansies for Ihuughl. 
and daisies for innocence. The hyacinlh at one 
limedenoli'd sorrow, and the nareissus>se|T lose 
and egotism. Perhaps those last two meanings 
stem from early Greek times, for according to 
their mythology. Hyacinihus was a Greek youth 
much beloved by' Ihe God Apollo. Upon his death 
by misadienlure while Apollo was still grieving 
for him. Ihe old myth has It that where his bliMxl 
spilled upon Ihe ground, the first llv.aeinths 
sprang into bliMim. 

Narcissus, on Ihi- other hand, though also a 


Greek youth, was said to be so beautiful and 
godlike that Ih‘ had no time for anvbody but him 
self. 

According to legend, one day he saw a reflet' 
tion of himself in a piMil and immi'diately fell 
completely in love with what he saw. He pined 
and died, and where he fell grew Ihe beautiful 
narcissus. All old myths, of coursiv Yet it 
is an interesting fact that, to this day. nowhere 
does a clump of narcissus show to greater 
advantage than when planted by Ihe side of a 
garden pool. 

BIT AI.L THIS is straying rather far from 
Ihe art of arranging flowi-rs, which is ver.s old 
indeed, though in very early days flowers were 
not so much arranged as strewn upon the fliHir. 
This was particularly true of ancient Greece 
some 600 years before Ihe birth of Christ. 

However. Egypt go*-s much further back in 
their use of flowers for decoration, for we are 
told that Z.XOO years B.C. Ihe Figyplians weri' 
cultivating flowers for use in ri-ligious eeremon 
ies and for decorative purposes in Ihe home. 
Thus it would seem that su far as we can tell. Ihe 
earliest flower arrangements bi long to this an 
eieni culture. 

Much has Ix'en written of Japanese flower 
arrangement, and indeed, these people are 
noted for their simplicity and Ihe clarity of line 
used in flower arranging, yet it appi'ars that this 
art form which has indei-d reached a very high 
peak of perfection in that country, did not ac 
lually originate, in Japan but was taken there 
some lime during Ihe sixth century A.D. by Hiid- 
.dhisl priests from China. 

TIIROl (.11 THE AGES, there have been two 
main types of flower arranging, the Oeeidenlal 
and the Oriental. Within each type there are 
naturally many separate groups. In Japan there 
are hundreds of flower arranging schiMils. eaih 
with differing ideas as to what is Ix’sl. Here, 
in \ ictoria. pi'rtiaps the foremost arranger in Ihe 
.lapanese tradition is Then Wiggan. who has 
slodied Ihe art in Japan, and who now runs an 
arranging sehiK)! here. Not everyone, though, is 
drawn to Ihe Japanese method of arrangement, 
and indeed Ihe Victoria Flower Arrangers’ Guild 
I'oneenirales on traditional, modern and ah 
siraci arrangements, and Ihe i losesi they come

The first 
three mcelin(is of the (troup were held in his 
shop. However, by October of 1949 the place of 
meelinti had been rhantted to the City Hall. 

A well known and much respected member of 
the Horlieullural Society, Mrs. Lois Freeborn, 
bi-came president of the (troup in 1951 and cun 
linued in this capacity until approximately 19.55. 
Ky then, members were meelinp in the Council 
Chamber of the City Hall where they used to sit 
at the alderman's old desks. Also, either by 19.52 
or 1953 the flower arranKin(> (,'roup grew cimsid- 
erably in membership and as a result of this, the 
arrangers and the judging became two separate 
groups, both still at that time, as integral parts 
of the Horticultural Society. ITh' judging group is 
still an active part of the Society. 

FtH.IAfWING Mrs. Freeborn's term of office. 
Theo Wiggan took over the presidency of the 
group in 1955 and acted as president until 
IPHti. Other presidents since (hat lime have 
included Hilda Wilkins, Joan Webb. Anne' Lt* 
Grand. Marilyn McLaren. Isobel Tipton, and the 
new president for 1979 who will be Jill McGuf- 
fie 

In 1969. the flower arrangers separated from 
the Horticultural Society and became an inde¬ 
pendent organization, at which time they tcKik 
the name of Victoria Flower Arrangers' Guild. 

In the almost 30 .years since the original group 
was formed, they have grown from a member¬ 
ship of a dozen nr so until at the present time 
the.x have more that HO members. Mimthly me«‘l- 
in|^ arc now held on the second Wednesday of 
each month in the St. Christopher's Church Hall 
at Tillicum and Carey. 

As with their sister groups in many parts of 
the world, the aim here is to leach the various 
facets of floral arrangement. Sometimes this 
teaching is done by the more ad\ anced members 
and at other times visiting instructors .ire 
brought in. 

WHEN VI.SITING recently with the Flower 
Arrangers' Guild here. I learned a number of 
lhin(C< which, fond as I am of flowers'and their 
arrangement, were cerlinly new to me. I learned 
it Is not necessary to have a large and pni- 
lifiy garden in order to come up with an attrac¬ 
tive arrangement, since five or six. or even 
less flowers can do the job. I also learned the 
right ty pe of container fur the flowers available 
is of a good deal of importance. 

1 watched tiMi while a simple arrangement 
was produced. Fur this, a compore. or fmited 
container was used in which a pin holder type of 
base was pul to hold the flowers in place. I was 
told that to make a good design one must 
have something tall if a tall container is used. 
Thus a good rule is to use some material 
which is at least twice the height of width of the 
container. 

In the design I watched, new Zealand flax 
was used to obtain the necessary height. .So first 
the demonstrator inserted the two stems of flax 
as a sort of background. Next came the oval 
forms — in this case dahlia leaves. Then fin 
ally the flowers, three dahlias, which were 
arranged so that each flower stood at a differ¬ 
ent height. So we had a completed arrangcirenl 
of something tall and pointed, .somethng round 
(flowers) and something oval (leaves), and put 
all together this. I agree, made a gwid and 
attractive design. 

OF THE THREE types of arrangements 
whit It the Guild most spv.nsurs. the Ir.idilional. 
of course, speaks for itself Sometimes l(Klay this 
is spoken of as a linc‘-mass arrangement. It 
always has a strong fiwal area and is fuller and 
with more material in it than some other t.v |H‘s of 
arrangement. Mass arrangements usually call 
for traditional materials in the way of flipwi rs. 

The modern arrangement, on the other hand, 
thmigh it also has a fiK-al point, is sparse 
in comparison to the traditional. It is latld and 
dramatic, and the emtv‘':ts'. is haseH i o irdi\ i-t.

Douglas' greatest display of con¬ 
ceit, in itself an admission of hum 
ble origins, thought Maefie. was the 
former governor's habit of wearing 
a semi-military uniform when at his 
desk or in public. The climax of this 
extravagance was his "being fol 
lowed perpetually, whether taking 
an airing in the country nr going to 
visit, by an imposing orderly, duly 
armed and in uniform. In so small 
and practical a town as Victoria, 
the teraptatum of the local wits to 
satirise so preposterous a spc-ctacle 
was irresistible."(Certainly it must 
have been so for the likes of Mac 
fie). 

The retired governor's passion 
for petty diplomacy. Maefie wrote, 
was the result of his early years as

A shrewd obser\:rr and student 
of human nature, Maefie is at his 
best when mali)(ning some of Vic¬ 
toria's original and prominent citi¬ 
zens. Althragh he piously expressed 
admiration for the nobler traits of 
' the city's black community, Mac- 
fie was a racial bigot. Nevertheless, 
at least in retrospect, his observa¬ 
tions and opinions, formed durjng a 
five-year residence, arc fascinating 
more than a century after. 

"... IT WAS REMARKED by 
an intelligent shipmaster, whom I 
met in Victoria," Maefie noted in 
his chapter on city society, "that he 
had not found in any of tim numer¬ 
ous ports he had visited during a 
long seafaring career, so mixed a 
population as existed in that cHy. 
Though containing at present an 
average of only S.OOOort.OOO inhabi¬ 
tants, one cannot pass along t)ie 
principal thoroughfares without 
meeting representatives of almost 
every tribe and nationality under 
heaven.V 

"Witbin a limited space may be 
seen — of Europeans, Russians. 
Austrians. Poles. Hungarians, Ital¬ 
ians, Danes. Swedes, French, Ger¬ 
mans. .S(>aniards. Swiss. .Scotch, 
English and Irish; of Africans. Ne¬ 
groes from the United States and 
the West Indies; of Asiatics, Las¬ 
cars and Chinamen; of Americans. 
Indians. Mexicans. Chilanos. and 


tyvt scxtm was reserved for those 
' df bis own countrymen of lesser 
station. Among those he consigned 
to this category (although there ran 
be no question that Maefie con¬ 
sidered him to be racially inferior 
as well) was Governor Sir James 
Douglas. Maefie's penned portrait 
of the man who governed Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the future province 
of British Columbia during their 
most critical years is nothing less 
than malevolent, although there is 
a slight element of truth in his 
remaps. 

"This gentleman Ls'completely 
unknown in England, except at the 
Colonial Office and to a few direc¬ 
tors of the Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany. . . In stature he excels six 
feet. His countenance, by its weath¬ 
er-beaten appearance, still tells of 
many years spent in fur-trapping 
adventure, in the wilds of the in¬ 
terior. Introduced at the age of IS or 
IS from the West Indies, the reputed 
place of his birth, in the service of 
the company, and deprived, during 
the greater part of his life, of the 
advantages of society, except that 
of Indians, half-breeds, and persons 
like him.self occupying humble situ¬ 
ations in the employ of the com¬ 
pany. every praise is due to him for 
not being indifferent to mental cul¬ 
ture in those mountain solitudes in 


to anyone within the precincts of the 
Government House, his Quixirtic 
notions of his office, which he evi¬ 
dently thought splendid, prompted 
him to make choice of the .sesquipe¬ 
dalian diction he employed in his 
despatches. 

“The angle of his head, the offi¬ 
cial tone, the extension of his hand, 
the bland smile which never 
reached beyond the comers of his 
mouth — all these stiff and artificial 
arrangements were carefully got 
up and daily repealed by him under 
the delusion that the public ima¬ 
gined him to be natural and a 
perfect Brumniell in politeness. His 
manners always gave one the im¬ 
pression that to make up for early 
disadvantages he had religiously 
adjusted his whole bearing to the 
standard of Lord C3iesterfield. and 
it is needless to say how amusing 
was the combination of his lordship - 
and this dignified old fur-trapper" 

DOUGLAS' ATTITUDE toward 
the officials serving under him was. 
according to Maefie. austere and 
distant, the result of his training 
under the HBC's quasi-military 
code: "I have heard magistrates 
addressed by him in. a pompous 
manner that no English gentleman 
would assume toward his porter 
But Sir James solemnly fell that the

While Campbell Paterson was house-build¬ 
ing in the early 1920s, Geoffrey Vantreight and' 
his brother, Sydney, were toilding too — Sydney 
his new home on Wesley Road, Geoffrey the 
handsome two-storey mansion with the stately 
porte-cochere before the door and,* inside, the 
beaulifully-proportioncd rooms aud the double ' 
branching staircase. 

NOT LONG AFTER they were in this home 
Geoffrey and Maude's fourth child and first son 
was bom. They-named him after his father. 
Geoffrey Arthur (on bis birth certificate was a 
"John" too and today when Alderman Van 
treighi signs papers at the Saanich Municipal 
Hall this has to be included in his "legal" 
signature.) 

For years the father and son were referred 
to as "Big Geoff and "Little Geoff,” put to the 
father his son was always "Babe” or "The 
Babe." Strange Uiat even when Geoffrey Arthur 
Vantreight, Jr., grew to manhood tlie name 
never seemed inrongnious, not evea to the 
stranger hearing it for the first time when the 
son was quite adult . . . perhaps because of the 
obvious pride and. even more, affection with 
which the father so unconsciously used it 

And the pride was not misplaced. 


After the father's death in 1969 the son w as to 
carry on the farm and greatly increase it both in 
acreage and output.

I '/ as many salmon today, but if one were to make 
' ' - ^'up a legend it might read that there arc as many 
I people watching the salmon spawn as there are 
! spawning salmon.

WITHOl'T FAIL salmon appear in the 
stream every year to spawn and die. By early 
November the salmon begin their steady migra- 
tion up Coldstream lasting perhaps as lung as 
* nine weeks. 

.' The chum salmon is the most abundant 

I'; .' species with approximately 2,000 appearing each 
' year. About 400 coho and only a few Chinook 
I . . salmon return although enhancement is rebuild¬ 
ing the coho ruas. 

I 'THE SALMON fight their way up the stream 
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from Finlayson Arm, battering themselves over 
shallow rapids to Ibeir gravel spawning beds or 
redds as they are called. 

The female selects the spawning bed and 
digs the redd for her eggs. This she does by 
turning on her side and with a few powerful flips 
with her body and tail vacuums away the sill and 
finer gravel which the current sweeps away. 

The male defends the nest area from other 
Intruding males by viciously attacking them 
with his strong hooked Jaws and sharp teeth. 

HHENrTHE FEMALE has the nest ready . 
she moves over it to deposit her eggs, or more 
properly her roe. The male crowds close beside 
her and fertilizes the eggs with his white mill. 

The female then covers the eggs with coarse 
gravel by digging with powerful Hips of her tail 
just upstream from her nest. The vacuuming of

the gravel then drifts downstream and fillers 
onto the nest to safely cover It. With the last few 
bursts of remaining strength both male and 
female drift off to slowly die. knowing they hove 
completed their purpose and ensured their life- 
cycle will go on. 

THE SALMON RUN attracts not only peo¬ 
ple. but also a variety of scavengers and upper 
limisis. There are almost as many gulls as there 
are dead fish, noisily and franlieally scavenging 
to clean up the dead decaying salmon along the 
shores. At night the gulls may be replaced by 
raccoons, mink, or even otters. Salmon eggs are 
a delicacy of the cutthroat trout, which follow the 
salmon up the stream to partake in a feast of 
their roe. 

Next spring with the coming of the warm 
March rains the eggs are fully developed and 
hatch into tiny alevins. which obtain nourish¬ 
ment from a balloon-like yoke sac attached to 
their belly. Young chum fry soon leave the 
gravel beds and wander downstream to the sea. 


The coho fry stay in the safety of the stream beds 
for two years or even longer, and migrate to sea 
as smolts.' 

You may note in a variety of areas the 
.stream has Iwen improved, which it is hoped w ill 
increa.se the spawning numbers of chIniMtk sal 
mon. 

This improvement, coupled with fry feeding 
in summer months, hatching with the aid of 
incubation boxes, and a special rearing channel, 
has been the project of the Amalgamated Con 
servation SiK'iety, with the help of many volun 
leers. This foresight and thoughtful concern will 
help ensure future generations will be able to 
enjoy and be amazed at the mystery of the 
salmon spawning at Coldstream. 

If you follow the stream down from the 
parking lot it wiH lake you to the Freeman King 
Nature House. Naturalists are on hand to answer 
questions, and there are displays to explain 
more, about the spawning salmon. 

THERE IS ALSO much more to enjoy at 
Coldstream, like the fabulous scenery which 
would leave a poet speechless, the gigantic 
coastal cedars which greet you as-you enter the 
park and the quiet scenic walks along the trails > 
carpeted and lined with the beautiful colors of 
autumn leaves. You may notice a few .song birds 
along the stream or water ouzels dipping in and 
' out of the shallow stream bed. 

Down at the estuary you may chance the 
sighting of a few swans, or perhaps spot a bald 
eagle snaring high overhead. 

I.f you are looking for more vigorous exercise 
you might like to hike up — straight up — Mount 
Finlayson. I3tis feel. From here you will have an 
eagle's eye view of the whole of Finlayson Arm. 
the Maljhat and parts of Victoria. 

ACRO.SS THE HIGHWAY there are many 
hiking trails one of which lakes you to Niagara 
Falls, a very scenic maiden hair falls, falling 
some 50 feet or so into a small, but deep, pool and 
disappearing into an underground riverlet. 

There is a lot of parking available and you 
' may want to lake your lunch for there is a large 
picnic area with numennis tables and facilities 

I'm sure you will enjoy your visit and re¬ 
member not to disTurb the salmon for they are 
now the wealth of gold which makes Coldstream 
so valuable to us all.
